Secretary Waives Reserve 
Against Government Deposits.

He Will Allow Substitution of 


Certain Securities for Con- 
sols and Arranges for In- 
ducement to Increase 


Circulation. 


Jjecretary of the Treasury Shaw came to 
the city yesterday, and has made arrange- 
ments, which will make available $130,000,- 
00 additional credit to-day. 

Mr. Shaw, who at the Fifth 
Hotel, declined to discuss the financial sit- 
uation, further than to say that the Treas- 
ury would co-operate far possible 
with the banks both East West in 
their effort to supply the necessary credit | 
to do the unprecedented amount of business 
that taxing railroads and steamship 
lines as well as banks to the utmost. 

He said he had never seen any good rea- 
son why banks holding Government depos- 
its secured by Government bonds should be 
required to carry a reserve against it. 
First, it is a deposit not likely to be called 
in a time of stringency, and second, if 
ealled, the collateral will always sell for 
cash and in excess of the deposit. He has 
had in mind ever since he took control of 
the Treasury to relieve the banks of this 
burden. 

The Controller agrees with the Secretary, 
and therefore it is announced that here- 
after banks will not be required to carry 
a reserve against Government deposits 
secured by Government bonds. The Treas- 
ury has on deposit with various banks 
seattered throughout the country from 
Maine to California and from Minnesota 
to New Orleans in round numbers $130,- 
000,000, against which they have hereto- 
fore been compelled to’ hold more than 
$30,000,000 of gold or its equivalent. _ This 
decision will release that much reserve, 
and therefore make available to-morrow 
morning $120,000,000 additional credit. 

The Secretary said he would continue to 
make deposits of internal revenue and mis- 
cellaneous receipts, (all availablé for that 
purpose,) practically $500,000 per day, 
long as the situation required, and if banks 
Were unable to obtain Government bonds 
te secure the same, he would acceftt the 
Fame general class of securities are 
made available by the laws of the several 
States for savings banks. By this it is not 
intended to loan in excess of 65 per cent. 
of the par value, and nothing will be ac- 
cepted ihat has not been panic-tried and 
proved salable for cash. He said he should 
cf course determine each case by itself. 

The Secretary further said he would ac- 
cept security of the class described above 
for a portion of the deposit held by each 
bank now holding a Government 
and release enough 2 per cent. consols to 
cover any increase® currency that ne 
banks may desire to Issue. He has recog- 
nized the possibility of present conditions, 
and therefore as early last July com- 
menced printing currency, preparatory to 
the needs of the banks to handle the in- 
creased business of the Fall trade, and 
has on hand ready to be delivered an ag- 
gregate of about $25,000,000. 

This can be sent out at the probable rate 
of $5,000,000 a day if the banks desire to 
substitute the other security above desig- 
nated for the release of the consols. This 
+ step was contemplated, when some months 
ago he asked the banks holding Govern- 
ment deposits to order additional currency 
printed. The Secretary's additional relief 
therefore may be summed up as follows: 

First, the release of practically 980,000,000 
reserve, which will permit the banks to in- 


crease their volume of business $130,000,000. 
Second, the substitution ef other security 
for consols now held by the Government 
on condition that the same shall be used 
as a basis for increased circulation, which, 
if accepted by the banks, will immediately 
increase the volume $20,000,000 or $25,000,- 
000, and will add thereto, if needed. 
Third, the continuation of deposits to the 
limit allowed by law, accepting, if neces-

500 JAPANESE DROWNED. 


Tidal Wave Sweeps Over the Odawara 
District — A Typhoon Causes 
Shipping Disasters. 


YOKOHAMA, Sept. 29.—While a typhoon 
was raging to-day a tidal wave swept the 
Odawara district, near here, and over- 
whelmed many houses. Five hundred per- 
sons are reported to have been drowned. 

The Japanese battleship Shikishima is 
ashore at Yokosuka, \fifteen miles from 
Yokohama. It is expected that she will be 
refloated with only slight damage.

GATES AND MORGAN CLASH? 


Chicago’s Explanation of the Sudden 
Siump in Louisville and Nash- 
ville Stock.

CHICAGO, UL, Sept. 29.—The feeling ex- 
ists in railroad circles in Chicago that a 
row between J. P. Morgan and J. W. Gates 
over the Louisville and Nashville deal was 
one of the causes for the collapse of the 
stock market to-day, in which Louisville 
and Nashville stock dropped further than 
any of the other raiiroad stocks. It is said 
that J. P. Morgan had decided to allow his 
option on the Louisvile and Nashville Road 
to lapse and throw the property back on 
the hands of J. W. Gates and Edwin Haw- 
ley, who wrested control from August Bel- 
mont last Spring. . 

Mr. Gates, it is said, went to Europe a 
few days ago on account of this trouble, 
it being his object to get the Rothschilds, 
who a represented in this country by 
Mr. Belmont, to resume the control of the 
road and thus get even with Mr. Morgan 
for trying to force down the price of the 
stock deposited with him as collateral. 

Another reason advanced is that much 
opposition has developed among the mi- 
nority stockholders of the Louisville and 
Nashville to Mr. Morgan’s alleged plans 
regarding the future of the property, It 
is said to have been Mr. Morgan’s inten- 
tion to make the Louisville and Nashville 
a part of the Atlantic Coast Line. 


ANNUAL RUSH AT HARVARD. 


Victorious Freshmen Celebrate by Stop- 
ping Trolley Cars and Tying Up 
Traffic for an Hour.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Sept. 29.—** Bloody 
Monday” night at Harvard this evening 
developed into something more than the 
usual fierce rush between the sophomore 
and freshman classes. The traditional 
bloody nose, torn shirt, and spraia were, it 
is true, found with as great a frequency as 
ever, but in addition to these the festive 
sophomore and the verdant freshman added 
another feature, the stopping of trolley 

cars. 

The “‘ rough house’ came just after the 
rush, which, with its attendant scenes of 
limps and bruises, had been waged be- 
tween 5 and 6 o'clock in the college yard. 
Twelve times had the solid fronts of the op- 
posing forces met with a clash in front of 
Hollis Hall, but with the honors, as a 
whole, clinging to the bedraggled class of 
1906. At last 1906 claimed the victory, and 
after it had had its cheer it started out to 
celebrate. The route was along Massa- 
chusetts Avenue, where the men joined 
forces, locked arms, began singing ** Up the 
Street,.”’ and started in a waving, skipping 
line straight up the trolley track. A car 
was coming in from Boston. It couldn’t go 
on’ without an accident, so it came to a 
standstill. 

In another second it was in darkness. A 
bright youngster had put “ off its trolley.” 
The crowd cheered and the conductor 
leaned back to find the wire again. Mean- 
time other cars piled up behind the motion- 
less one, and boys jerked the trolley ropes 
right and left until the dozen or more cars 
standing on the tracks were in darkness. 
Then the fun began. Policemen were 
thrown aside, cars piled up, wires sizzled, 
conductors raved. 

The fun continued for over an hour, ut- 
terly demoralizing street car traffic and 
proving one of the wildest, most humorous, 
and exasperating ‘‘rough houses that 
Harvard has ever known. 





TRIAL OF BANKER SNYDER.

Greatest Decline Since North- 
ern Pacific Panic Day.

MONEY RATE 35 PER CENT 


J. P. Morgan Talks and Other 
Financiers Discuss the Situ- 


ation, Its Causes and 
Its Outlook. 


Wall Street witnessed yesterday the mest 
severe collapse in prices seen on the Stock 
Exchange in any single day since the panic 
precipitated by the Northern Pacific corner 
a year ago last May. Quotations, weak and 
heavy the greater part of the day as a re- 
sult of a bad break in Louisville and Nash- 
ville and St. Paul in the early trading, fair- 
ly crumbled away in the last half hour of 
business, the market closing in a generally 
demoralized and semi-panicky condition 
under a veritable flood of realizing sales. 

Not an important stock on the list es- 
caped in the general fall. Indeed, it may 
be said that standard railway shares suf- 
fered even more than the cheaper issues, as 
witness the 11-point break in Louisville and 
Nashville, the 9-point fall in St. Paul, and 
such other extreme declines as 5% points in 
Pennsylvania, 44% in Union Pacific, 4% in 
New York Central, 6 in Atchison, and 5% in 
Baltimore and Ohio. Elsewhere the de- 
clines ran from 2 to 10 pointa, 

Reasons advanced to explain 
ket’'s collapse were many. Some people 
ascribed it solely to tight money, the call 
rate at one time during the day rising as 
high as 35 per cent., with most of the day’s 
loans at 18 per cent. Others declared that, 
though these high money rates undoubtedly

Generally, in well-informed quarters of 
the Street, the opinion was that there was 
some basis for all of these views, with spe- 
cial emphasis laid on the theory of Gates 
and Western’ selling—though whether 
forced, or voluntary because of a desire not 
to pay the prevailing high rates for money, 
could not be said. 

As bearing out this theory of Gates liqui- 
dation, it was pointed to as perhaps not 
without significance that London sold in 
this market yesterday fully 100,000 shares 
of stock; while greatest weakness in the 
local market developed in shares with 


which the Gates following are known lately 
to have been identified, such, for instance, 
as Louisville and Nashville, Illinois Cen- 
tral, New York Central, Pennsylvania, Chi- 
cago and Alton, Northwest, Union Pacific, 
and Chesapeake and Ohio. I[t was said also 
that the interests selling these stocks were 
forced to Hquidate also a large line of St. 
Paul, the fallure of whose Directors to act 
at their annual meeting on a suggested 
new stock issue was in the Street con- 
strued as distinctly unfavorable and disap- 
pointing. 

The market early in the day was first un- 
settled by a break in Louisville, the tape 
recording the opening transactions in that 
stock as ‘ 1,500 shares from 145 to 142” as 
compared with Saturday's closing figure of 
148%. The closing price for the stock was 
138. As further tending to unsettle mat- 
ters, the Street at the time was filled with 
all kinds of extraordinary stories in re- 
spect to the property—one declaring that 
Mr. Morgan did not intend to exercise his 
option but would throw the stock back to 

r. Gates; another that the option would 
be exercised, but that the minority stock- 
holders would receive no recognition; and 
still another that, as a result of the pub- 
lished uttergnces of President Williams of 
the Seaboard Air Line, there was to be open 
war in the Southern railway situation. 

Then, while the Street was endeavoring to 
reconcile these stories or to find out which, 
if any, was right, there came a violent de- 
cline in St. Paul, followed by reports that 
the Standard Oil interests were endeavor- 
ing to break the market. Later Illinois 
Central, Pennsylvania, and Union Pacific 
began to go and, finally—about 2:30 o'clock 
—call rates rushing up to 35 per cent., 
many loans being called and stop-loss or- 
ders being uncovered, there appeared a 
general selling movement, under which the 
market broke sharply and irresistibly, go- 
ing down and down and down until only 
the fall of the gavel. marking the conclu- 
sion of business, checked the decline. 

The scene on the floor of the Exchange in 
these final moments was strongly suggest- 
ive of panicky conditions. 
half points and points between transactions, 
bobbed up again, then declined more, while 
timid and weaker margined customers in 
brokers’ offices were literally tumbling 
over one another to sell, no matter what 
the price. ‘ 

Needless to say, on the decline the Tiger 
interests in the Street were buyers, de- 
spite which support closing prices were 
generally the lowest for the day.

Of the suggestions offered by a number 
of the bankers who were interviewed as 
to the possibility of the Treasury Depart- 
ment affording a greater measure of re- 
lief, the principal one was that the Treas- 
ury should make an acceptable offer for 
the purchase of bonds. 

Secretary Shaw was in the city yesterday 
and called at the Sub-Treasury, but so far 
as was learned he saw no one and left the 
financial district as unobserved as he had 
found it, 

Money on call rose to the highest point 
reached during the present money strin- 
gency. While it opened at 14 per cent., it 
soon rose to 18, at which point many loans 
were made, After the noon hour, how- 
ever, the demand became greater, and by 
2 o'clock it had reached 25 per cent. A 
little later there were quotations of 30 
per cent. bid, with a few loans at that 
figure, and a quarter of an hour before the 
closing 35 per cent. was bid by those 
brokers who had neglected to provide for 
themselves earlier in the day in the ex- 
pectation that money would ease off at 
the end, as it frequently does. Only about 
$80,000 was put out at the high figure. 

About $200,000 in gold arrived on the St. 
Louis from England for the National City 
Bank. This was the only gold importation 
of the day, and no further engagements 
of gold for import were announced, as 
yy exchange continued firm in spite 
of the high money rate. 

The banks have gained $318,000 from the 
Sub-Treasury since Friday. The Sub- 
Treasury yesterday sent $200,000 to New 
Orleans. These were about the only de- 
velopments of the money market, time 
money continuing firm at 6 per cent., with 
% commission or more, with the banks 
practically out of the market. 


SCENE ON STOCK EXCHANGE. 


John W. Gates’s Son Describes the 
Scramble to Sell—Talks of the 
Drop in Louisville. 


Charles G. Gates, of Harris, Gates & Co., 
and the son of John W. Gates, had just 
returned from the floor of the Stock Ex- 
change when a TIMES reporter called on 
him at 3:30 o'clock at his office. He was 
in excellent spirits and immediately started 
into a vivid description of the day's his- 
tory. 

**I was standing near the St. Paul post,” 
he said, ‘* most of the time, and I tell you 
they acted like a lot of crazy men. After 
things had been going down in the morn- 
ing Frank Savin started out on a selling 
trip. He just rushed from post to post 
selling a few thousand shares everywhere 
just as quickly as he could get somebody to 
buy them, without any regard to price; he 
just sold them. When the rest of the 
crowd saw that they just jumped in and 
started to hammer everything. 

“In a few minutes there was pandemo- 
nium on the floor. Everybody wanted to 
sell and no one would buy, unless he was 
sure he had the money to pay for the 
stuff. You'd see a man go over to the 


loan crowd and borrow a few thousand at 
30 per cent. and then he'd go into. the tur- 
moil and buy a couple of hundr shares. 

“TI saw. one broker bidding 142% for 
Louisville and another fellow came in and 
offered it at %, at \%, at 141, and the first 
broker never heard him.

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MINERS AND OPERATORS. 
IN. CONFERENCE 


President Mitchell and Others 
Confer in Philadelphia. 


NO STATEMENT GIVEN OUT 


It Was Learned That Mine- 
workers Were Told Strikers 
Must Return Before Con- 
cessions Would Be 
Granted. 


Sbecial to The New York Times. 

PHILADELPHIA, Penn., Sept. 29.—John 
Mitchell, President of the United Mine 
Workers of America, met a representative 
ot the coal operators and of J. Pierpont 
Morgan at the Hotel Walton here to-day. 

With Mr. Mitchell Was W. D. Wilson, 
General Secretary and Treasurer of the 
Mine Workers’ organization, and Thomas 
D. Nichols, Thomas Duffy, and John 
Fahey, Presidents of Districts Nos. 1, 
and 9, respectively. 

None of these five men would say a word 
as to what took place at the conference, 
but on unquestionable authority it can be 
announced that the miners’ officials were 
told that the operators would make rf con- 
cessions until the miners now on strike re- 
turned to work. 

The conference, it is said, was brought 
about by the co-operation of two widely 
separated interests. One was that repre- 
sented by Bishop Fallows, the other that 
of the Republican Party leaders. 

The man who represented the operators, 
it is declared, left for New York to-night. 
He will report to-day at the regular Tues- 
day meeting of the coal road Presidents. 

What result the conference will have on 
the strike situation can only be conjectured. 
After the meeting Mr. Wilson said that, so 
far as he could see, there was nothing in 
sight to indicate an early settlement. When 
asked if this conclusion was reached as the 
result of the conference, he answered that 
he had “ nothing to say.” 

Mr. Mitchell and the three district Presi- 
dents were even more reticent. They de- 
clined to express any opinion as to the 
probable ending of the strike, further than 
to remark that the situation was un- 
changed. 

Mr. Mitchell was asked if he had any 
comment to make on the letter from Bishop 


Ethelbert Talbot of the Central Pennsylva- 
nia Diocese, addressed to the editor of The 
Public Ledger, and printed to-day. 

“TI read Bisho @lbot's letter in The 
Public Ledger this morning,’’ he answered, 
“but I did not digest it thoroughly. For 
this reason I must decline to say anythin 
at present. Perhaps, when I have time, 
will answer the Bishop.”’ 

District President Fahey also read 
letter.

Mr. Mitchell positive- 
ly refused to make any statement as to the 
object of his visit to the Quaker City. The 
District Presidents were also silent. 

A large crowd of labor leaders awaited 
President Mitchell's arrival, as it was ex- 
pected that he would have something im- 
portant to say. The feeling is very strong 
at strike headquarters that a settlement 
of some kind jis pending. 

The two regiments stationed in this vi- 
cinity—the Eighth at Duryea and the Ninth 
at West Side Park, near this city—had a 
quiet day of it. There were no disturb- 
ances anywhere.

SCRANTON, Penn., Sept. 29.—In remark- 
able contrast to last Monday and the Mon- 
Gay previous, to-day was wholly free from 
disturbances.

When the Third Battalion of the Eighth 
Regiment comes to-morrow to patrol the 
lower end of the valley, there will be twen- 
ty-two companies of infantry and one troop 
of cavalry, in ail about 1,200 men, en- 
camped in Lackawanna County. 

The United Mine Workers’ leaders claim 
the non-union men are deserting the com- 
panies and applying for admittance, or re- 
admission as the case may be, to the union. 

The leaders say this is due to the dislike 
men have for working under guard of 
militiamen. The companies admit there 
have been some desertions by workmen dur- 
ing the past week, but attribute them to 
the wholesale lawlessness which has recent- 
ly prevailed. 

Musician David Reese of the Thirteenth 
Regiment, who is a Scranton letter carrier, 
refused to join his command, and to-day 
Col. Watres had him arrested.

STRIKE AT NEW ORLEANS. 


Trolley Men Still Out and Linemen Join 
Them in a Sympathetic Movement 
—Some Disturbances. 


NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 29.—The strike of 
the dissatisfied employes of the New Or- 
leans Railway Company, which was started 
yesterday, continues without a break. 
Three mail cars were the only cars moved 
by the railway company to-day. In the 
absence of trolley cars, vehicles of all 
kinds were brought into use during the day. 

The linemen of the New Orleans and 
Carrollton Light and Power Company, and 
also the linemen employed by the New Or- 
leans Railway Company. all members of 
the International Brotherhood of Electrical 
Workers, were ordered out on a sympa- 
thetic strike this afternoon. About seveniy- 
five or eighty men are affected by the new 
strike. 

Several disturbances between the strikers 
and officers have been reported. This after- 
noon a policeman named D’Ayala was 
knocked on the head with a brick and badly 
hurt while attempting to protect a mail 
car. This morning a mob of strikers at- 
tacked a car as it was being run out and 
the controlling handle was stolen. One ar- 
rest followed and the police had difficulty 
in landing their man. 


BODY IDENTIFIED AT LAST. 
Remains of Brooklyn Man Missing for 
Two Years Only Recently Recog- 
nized by His Family.

NEWBURG, N. Y., Sept. 29.—Mrs. C. F. 
R. Coe, wife of the editor of The Star- 
Eagle of Rensselaer, N. Y., has been in- 


strumental, through her habit of looking 


over papers on the exchange table, in 
identifying the body of a man who has been 
missing from Brooklyn for two years. It 
was that of Alexander Mason. 

On Aug. 18 last the remains of a man 
were found in a piece of woods near the 
Village of Wallkill, this county. The re- 
mains were embalmed. To help identifica- 
tion a thorough description was printed in 
the local papers and copled generally along 
the river. ne of these papers reached the 
exchange table of The Star-Eagle, and 
Mrs. Coe, on reading it, thought the de- 
scription tallied with that of the husband 
of Mrs, Alexander Mason, a _ Brooklyn 
friend. Mrs. Coe came to Newburg on 
Saturday night with a daughter of the 
man. 

The body was exhumed on Sunday and 
partial identification was made. A tele- 
gram was sent to Mrs. Mason, Brooklyn, 
and she arrived later in the day with an- 
other daughter and four friends. All 
positively identified the body. 

Mason was a carpenter by occupation, 
fifty-three years of age. He was probably 
qn his way home through the river district 
when death overtook him. The remains 
when first found were fairly well preserved. 


FIGHTING SENATOR BURROWS.

McLAUGHLIN SEES HILL 


He Says He Favors Coler’s Nominatiqgg 
—McCarren Admits That Kings 
County Will Vote with Him, 


Special to The New York. Times. 


SARATOGA, N. Y., Sept. 29.—At midnight 
Senator Hill made the positive declaration 
that he absolutely did not know who the 
Democratic nominee for Governor would be. 
If Mr. Hill, who is the master of the situ- 
ation here, made this statement in good 
faith, as he appeared to, it would be idle 
for anybody else to make a prophecy. 

The best judgment that can be formed 
from the sentiments expressed by the dele- 
gates is that Judge Alton B. Parker of 
Kingston can have the nomination if he will 
take it. 

Before retiring to-night, however, Senator 
Hill, when asked if Judge Parker would ac-. 
cept the nomination if the convention 
forced it upon him, said: 

“IT have received no message from Judge 
Parker which would indicate that he had 
changed his repeatedly announced decision 
not to accept a nomination.” 

John Kraft, State Civil Service Commtis- 
sioner, who is Chairman of the Ulster 
County delegation, made a declaration fif- 
teen minutes after midnight, which seems 
to eliminate Judge Parker from the contest. 
Judge Parker resides near Kingston, Ulster 
County. Delegate Kraft spoke in the most 
positive terms. He said: 

JUDGE PARKER OUT. 

“Tl saw Judge Parker yesterday after 
Senator McCarren had paid a visit to him. 
Judge Parker commissioned me to state 
to Senator Hill and his friends that he 
would not accept the nomination for Gov- 
ernor. He said no matter how much the 
State leaders insisted, he would not accept, 
and asked me to urge his friends not to 
have his name go before the convention. 
We are in the same Mission Church in 
Kingston and have been friends for many 
years. Mr. Parker was very positive in hig 
declaration about this matter.” 

“What were Judge Parker’s words to 
you?’’ was asked. 

“Judge Parker said to me: ‘You are 
going to the convention, and I want you to 
take this message to Senator Hill and all 
my other friends, that if I were nominated 
I would be forced to decline.’ ”’ 

“Is Judge Parker a man who would be 
likely to bend to the wishes of a united 
ecnvention? " was asked. 

“No, he is not. He said to me that it 
was his ambition to adorn the bench of 
the Court of Appeals. He could not be 
forced to take the nomination. Judge 
Parker has no desire to figure in politics, 
and he wants to entirely eliminate him- 
self from the situation.”’ 

“Was Senator Hill informed of Judge 
Parker's wish?’ was asked. 

‘‘T conveyed the message to Senator Hill 
and Judge Parker's other friends among 
the State leaders,’ said Mr. Kraft. 


MR. COLER’S STRENGTH. 


This seems to eliminate the possibility of 
the nomination of Judge Parker and leaves 
Mr. Coler in an infinitely stronger position 
than he was in before. 

Mr. Coler will come here to make a fight 
on the floor of the convention if necessary, 

This feeling regarding Mr. Coler is three- 
fold stronger at midnight than it was dur- 
ing the day. It has gained strength from 
the hour that Hugh McLaughlin, the aged 
leader of Kings County, came here this 
evening and let it be known in devious 
ways that he was here to fight for Mr, 
Coler’s nomination. 

Senator McCurren admitted before retire 
ing that Hugh McLaughlin was “ rame 
pant " for Coler, and that if ‘‘ the old man” 
insisted on his nomination, the Kings Coune 
ty delegates would all go with him. 

It is a real, wide open, old-fashioned 
Democratic convention up to this time, 
though, and the nomination is likely to go 
anywhere. It is even asserted that a move- 
ment may be started to stampede the con- 
vention for Mr. Hill himself, but Mr. Hill 
declares that he will see that that does not 
happen. 

Late to-night the friends of George M, 
Palmer of Schoharie, the Democratic 
leader of the Assembly, were expressing 
confidence that Mr. Palmer would be nom- 
inated for Governor. Mr. Palmer has been 
mentioned in connection with the nomina- 
tions for Attorney General and Secretary 
of State, but this afternoon his friends 
were willing to admit that he stood little 
show of getting on the ticket. The cause 
of their high hopes to-night they refused 
to reveal, except to say tat between 10 
o'clock to-night and midnight they had 
received ‘important information.” 

None of the other various booms for the 
first place on the ticket seems to have de- 
veloped much strength. There is a little 
boom for J. Edward Simmons, President of 
the Fourth National Bank, but even Mr. 
Simmons himself does not seem to take it 
seriously. There is a boom for President 
Cantor of the Borough of Manhattan, who 
claims to have a considerable up-State fol- 
lowing. There are various other boomlets, 
but they hardly seem to be deserving of at~ 
tention now. 

THE OTHER PLACES. 


With the nomination for Governor still in 
the air the selection of candidates for thé 
other places on the ticket is provoking 
searcely any discussion. It would be idle 
to suggest who the candidate for Lieuten- 
ant Governor will be until it is known from 
what part of the State the Gubernatoral 
candidate is to come from. 

If Mr. Parker is to be forced to take the 
nominaticn—though he will give no assur- 
anee that he would not decline to run and 
so throw it back upon the State Committee — 
—then it is probable that a New York City _ 
man would be nominated for Lieutenant 
Gevernor. In this connection Randolph 
Guggeuhelmer, ex-President of the Council, 
is mentioned. 4 

If Mr. Coler is nominated then am up- — 
State man will have to be chosen as 
running mate.

Ex-Senator Hill Wears His Old 
_@lothes to Saratoga. 


Says There Is No Slate and the Race 
Is Open to All-Comers—Mr. Coler’s 
Friends Summon Leader 
McLaughlin.

SARATOGA, N. Y,, Sept. 29.—Ex-Senator 
David B. Hill, the arbiter of the Democratic 
situation, arrived here at noon to-day. As 
he stepped from the train the crowd in 
waiting was impressed by his farmer-like 
appearance. When Mr, Hill goes to New 
York he invariubly wears a high silk hat, 
and his habits are in keeping with the dig- 
nity of his position. But to-day Mr. Hill 
seems to have made an effort to have his 
attire indicate his sympathy with the com- 
mon people. On his head was an old brown 
soft hat, which evidently had been subject- 
ed to the wear of many Autumns, and his 
light coat offered a splendid opportunity 
for bets as to its original color. Moreover, 
there was a rent of apparent long standing 
in the left shoulder. An admirer of the 
Democratic statesman, replying to facetious 
comments upon the leader's appearance, de- 
fended Mr. Hill’s make-up with this quota- 
tion from Shakespeare: 


*Tis the mind that makes the body rich; 
And, as the sun breaks through the darkest 


clouds, 
So honor peereth from the meanest habit. 


There is a traditicn ebout the hat and 
overcoat which Mr. Hill wore on his en- 
trance to Saratoga to-day.

Believing that Senator McCarren and

ticket is to have a fair opportunity to pre- 
sent his claims to the convention. Mr. 
Cantor is in earnest in his candidacy for 
the Gubernatorial nomination, and believes 
that he has a chance to win. 

George Blake, Mr. Cantor's secretary, 
said that the Tammany districts from 
which Mr. Cantor had reason to believe he 
would get support were the Seventh, Tenth, 
Twenty-first, Twenty-fifth, Twenty-sixth, 
Twenty-seventh, Thirtieth, Thirty-fourth, 
and Thirty-fifth. He also said that two dis- 
tricts in Syracuse had been promised to 
Mr. Cantor in return for what he did to se- 
Syracuse pure water when he was 
State Senate. The plan 
is to have Mr. Cantor nominated by an 
up-State man, and his nomination sec- 
onded by a Tammany man and a Greater 
New York Democracy man. 

There was a wonderful transformation in 
the appearance of Saratoga between the 
hours of 4 o'clock this afternoon and 
o'clock this evening. It was between those 
hours that the Tammany delegations and 
Devery and his delegation arrived. The 
Tammany men came on three trains. The 
first train in brought Leader Murphy and 
a number of other distinguished political 
personages. The first car of this train was 
dubbed by the rank and file the “ angels’ 
car,’ because it was reserved for the mill- 
jonaire delegates. The car was in charge 
of Lewis Nixon, the ex-leader of Tammany, 
When Mr. Nixon arrived at the Grand Cen- 
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tral Station he was surprised and chagrined 
by the nop-mppenrands of by far the larger 
number of those gentlemen for whom the 
car had been reserved, The only members 
of the so-called *“‘ angels’ party ’ who were 
on hand when the train started were Na- 
than Straus, Cel. Elisha Dyer, Jr., J. 

Gerard, Jr., and Arthur Brisbane. These 
four, with the addition of Leader Murphy, 
Lewis Nixon, and: Col. Asa Bird Gardiner, 
constituted the sole occupants of the car 
when the train pulled out of the station. 

When the train arrived here the Tam- 
many men were formed in line, and to the 
lively music of a good band marched down 
Broadway to the Grand Union, where quar- 
ters had been reserved for them, The con- 
trast between the ss given to Lead- 
er Murphy on his arrival and that which 
was given to Richard Croker two years 
ago was remarked, Mr. Murphy entered 
the hotel without special attention, and 
after he had registered walked unattended 
to the cottage reserved for him. His cot- 
tage immediately adjoins that of Candidate 
Cantor, 2 

The second Tammany train brought in 
“Big Tim” Sullivan and his crowd and 
President Cassidy of the Borough of Queens 
and his followers. The third train brought 
in Leader Matthew Donohue of the Twenty- 
first District, who is booming Cantor for 
Governor; Louis F. Haffen and the Bronx 
delegates, and Nick Muller of Richmond 
and his men. The last of the three trains 
was in by 6:30 o'clock. Devery and his 
delegation arrived at 7 o’clock—but that is 
another story. ss 

When the last contingent of the New 
York crowd had arrived the streets of the 
town, which only a few hours before had 
presented an almost deserted appearance, 
took on the air of the Tenderloin on elec- 
tion night. 

The Republicans had twice the number 
of Gelegates in their convention that the 
Democrats wili have, owing to the fact 
that the representation to the Republican 
Conventior. is based upon the Republican 
vote, while the representation in the Demo- 
cratic Convention is based upon Assembly 
Districts, three delegates gy allowed for 
each district Nevertheless, it is already 
evident that the crowd at the convention, 
which will open to-morrow, will far exceed 
that of the Republican Convention. The 
Repubiicans made their headquarters at 
the Unitec States Hotel, and, while they 
filled that commodious structure, the 
Grand Union, which is the other big hotel 
here, did not have more than 200 guests. 
The Democrats are making their head- 
quarters at the Grand Union, and they 
heve not only filled that hotel to overflow- 
ing, unt crowded the, United States and 
the srhnaller hotels. 

The Tammany leaders had no sooner de- 
posited their baggage in their quarters than 
they set out ‘‘to get a line on things,”’ as 
they expressed it. Leader Murphy and Tim 
Sullivan went at once to Mr. Hill's head- 
quarters to pay their respects, and learn 
from him what there was to be learned. 
When they called upon Mr. Hill they found 
John B. Stanchfield, Chairman Campbell, 
and Mayor McGuire of Syracuse with him. 
Their interview with Mr. Hill was _ brief. 
As he came out of Mr. Hill's room, Leader 
Murphy was seen and asked what he 
thought of the situation. He said it ap- 
peared to be ‘up in the air.” 

Mr. Murphy was asked who was his first 
choice for the Gubernatorial nomination. 

‘“‘T have always been for Judge Parker, 
he said. “I thing he is the strongest man 
we could nominate.” 

‘But Judge Parker has said that he 
will not accept the nomination.” 

‘*So I have heard.” 

“In case the Judge persists in his re- 
fusal to accept, who is your second choice 
among the candidates mentioned? "’ 

‘“‘T have no especial preference.” 

Senator Sullivan, when he was seen after 
his interview with Mr. Hill, and asked who 
was his choice for Governor, said: 

“IT am for Coler. I have always been for 
him, and I believe he will be nominated.” 

There was some comment on the fact that 
Senator Sullivan declared himself an out- 
and-out Coler man, while Leader Murphy, 
who it is generally conceded owes his posi- 
tion as leader of the Tammany organization 
to Sullivan, should declare that his first 
choice was Parker and that he had no sec- 
ond. A Tammany man who is posted on 
the workings of the organization, furnished 
the following explanation of the mystery: 

“ Two facts stand out as evidence to the 
ordinary observer of this situation,” he 
said. ‘‘ The first is that the sentiment of 
the delegates here is overwhelmingly in 
favor of the nomination of Judge Parker, if 
the Judge will accept the nomination. The 
second is that, with Parker out of the way, 
Coler is immeasurably the next strongest 
man with the delegates. Murphy has just 
come into power in Tammany Hall. He 
cannot afford to be wrong in the first con- 
test in which he participates as leader of 
the organization. If he stood out for a loser 
it would hurt his prestige. So he is play- 
ing safely. He declares himself for Parker 
because he knows, as does everybody else 
here, that Parker can have the nomination 
if he will take it, and may be given the 
refusal of it by the convention anyhow. 
So Murphy ties up to Parker, who is a sure 
thing if he will accept, and has Sullivan 
come out for Coler, who is the next best 
thing in sight. If Parker is nominated 
Murphy. will be right in line. And if the 
convention heeds the wishes of Parker and 
drops him from its consideration, Murphy's 
path is clear to get in on the Coler boom.” 

John B. Stanchfield, the Democratic 
nominee for Governor two years ago, is one 
of the leaders here who does not believe the 
Parker talk will amount to anything. 

“TIT am confident in my own mind,” said 
Mr. Stanchfield to-night, ‘‘that the nomi- 
nation will go to Coler. Mr. Coler is the 
only aggressive candidate here. Judge 
Parker has declared in the most positive 
terms that he does not want the nomina- 
tion, and I think all this talk about him 
will play out before the convention is held.” 

The Parker talk is heard on every side 
here to-night. There are many delegates 
who are in favor of forcing the nomination 
on him, believing that when it is put up to 
him he will make the sacrifice which his 
party demands. Committeeman McCabe of 
Albany stood Mayor McGuire up in a cor- 
ner to-night and argued passionately that 
there was nothing for the convention to do 
but to nominate Parker, whether he wanted 
it or not. The delegates were for him, Mr. 
McCabe said, because they believed that he 
was the man who could lead the party to 
victory and he ought to be compelled to 
accept, 

Mr. McGutre did not altogether agree with 
Mr. McCabe. There are many of the lead- 
ers who believe, like McCabe, that if the 
convention should nominate Parker, the 
Judge, rather than put the party in a hole 
by compelling another nomination by the 
State Committee, would waive all rer- 
sonal considerations and accept. At the 
same time, there are others who have a 
nersonal acquaintance with the Judge, who 
do not share this view. One of these lat- 
ter gave his views to-night in these words: 

“Tf these men who are shouting for 
Judge Parker believe that he will give up 
sweet milk for buttermilk, they are very 
much mistaken.” 

President of the Borough Cantor said to- 
night that he had been approached to see 
how he would receive the suggestion of 
taking second place on the ticket. Mr. 
Cantor gave no definite response to the 
suggestion. He said the fact that it was 
made led him to believe that the nomina- 
tion of Judge Parker against his will was 
under serious consideration. 

The Greater New York Democracy dele- 
gation, which came in this afternoon, is 
composed of 125 men, led by William Hep- 
burn Russell, th Marcus Mayer, ex- 
manager for Adelina Patti and other great 
atrtactions, as impresario. The Greater 
New York Democracy has just one dele- 
gate in the convention, Perez M. Stewart, 
who was elected from the Twenty-sixth 
District. The 125 members of the organi- 
zation, who came here to see that Mr. 
Stewart performs his duty, held a con- 
ference to-day over which Mr. Russell pre- 
sided. The first proposition submitted to 
the conference was that a resolution be 
adopted indorsing Mr. Cantor for Gover- 
nor, This was met by a counter proposi- 
tion that Controller Grout be indorsed. 
Both propositions were voted down and the 
conference was adjourned without taking 
any action. 
After the 
Russell said: 

“IT think it is safe to say that as an or- 
ganization we will not give our indorse- 
ment to any candidate. We are here merely 
for the purpose of showing that we are 
Democrats and that we intend to act with 
the party on all State and National issues. 
We will march to the convention in a body 
to-morrow and whoever is nominated wil 
have our hearty support in the campaign.” 
One of the proudest delegations to arrive 
here to-day was that of E. J. McGuire, the 
new leader of the Thirty-fourth District 
(north.) McGuire is the man who beat out 
Augustus Moebus. His delegation brought 
with them a floral horseshoe over six feet 
high, made out of American Beauty roses. 
In the centre of the horseshoe was the in- 
scription:

Che State Committee met to-night in Par- 
ior 210 of the Grand Union Hotel, Chair- 
man Campbell presiding.

There was a scene at the Grand Unton 
to-night between George F. Scannell, the 
Tammany leader of the Twenty-fifth Dis- 
trict, and Marcus Mayer cf the Greater 
New York delegation. Scannell and Mayer 
have been rivals for the leadership. Scan- 
nell says that in the recent campaign 
Mayer made bitter personal attacks on him. 
The two men met to-night on the veran- 
da of the Grand Union. Scannell de- 
nounced Mayer in unmeasured terms and 
concluded by saying that he would drive 
him out of New York. Mayer had little 
to say. Friends interfered to revent 
trouble, although Scannell said he had no 
intention of attacking Mayer on account 
of the latter's age, 
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PLANKS OF THE PLATFORM 


Kansas City and Chicago Declara- 
tions Will Be Ignored. 


Tariff for Revenue Only Will Be Ad- 
vocated—Reciprocity for Cuba— 
Instrument Written by 
Mr. Hill. 


Special to The New York Times. 

SARATOGA, Sept. 29.—The platform 
which is to be presented to the convention 
is a Hill platform from start to finish. 
It was written entirely by him, although 
a few of the planks, such as those on the 
tariff and the canal question, were sub- 
mitted by him to men whom he considered 
experts on those questions. 

It will totally ignore the Kansas City and 
Chicago platforms, and simply make a 
broad declaration in favor of the prin- 
ciples of true Democracy. 

The tariff plank is the one on which the 
greatest stress is laid, for the reason that 
Mr. Hill believes that it is the issue on 
which the campaign will be mainly con- 
ducted. This tariff plank will declare for 
commercial freedom and will follow in 
phraseology very closely the memorable 
tariff message of Grover Cleveland in its 
declaration that tariff must be raised for 


revenue only. It will be declared that a 
strong weapon of offense against trusts 
and monopolies can and must be found in 
such revision of the tariff as will take 
away from them the protection they now 
enjoy. 

‘There will be a plank declaring that the 
Republicans have acted in bad faith toward 
Cuba and pledging the Democratic Party 
to the granting of a full measure cf reci- 
procity to the Cubans. 

The canal plank will point out that the 
canals have been great revenue producers; 
that under Republican administrations they 
have been allowed to fall into a state of 
decay, and this in spite of the fact that 
$0,000,000 of the people’s money was appro- 
priated for the improvement. It 1s de- 
clared that because of the squandering of 
this $9,000,000 the Republicans are afraid 
to pledge themselves directly to the im- 
rrovement of the canals, fearing to ask 
for more money lest they be required to 
tell what they did with that $9,000,000, The 
Democrats in their platform will call at- 
tention to the Republican platform's pro- 
posal for a constitutional amendment on 
canal improvements, which means a delay 
of at least six years, and will pledge the 
Democratic Party either to the direct plan 
of a one-thousand-ton barge canal or to a 
plan for the immediate improvement of the 
canals such as will meet the necessities of 
the present commercial situation. 

It is Mr. Hill’s desire to avoid a direct 
pledge for a 1,000-ton barge canal. He 
wants merely to pledge improvements con- 
sistent with present commercial needs. The 
canal interests represented here, however, 
are insisting on the pledge for a 1,000-ton 
barge canal, and it looks to-night as though 
Mr. Hill would yield. 

There is a plank on the Philippine situa- 
tion which condemns the policy of the Re- 
publican Administration. It is declared 
that the time has come when the Govern- 
ment should take the people into its confi- 
dence in this matter and make known its 
plans tor the islands. 

There will be a plank pledging the party 
to the extension of the Adirondack torest 
preserve. John G, Agar, a delegate from 
Westchester and an otfieer of the Associa- 
tion for the Protection of the Adirondacks, 
is looking after this forestry plank. 

There will be no direct financial pant in 
the platform. Mr. Hill feels that it is not 
called for, might do harm, and could do no 
good. The only financial deciaration in the 
platform will be against the accumulation 
of a large surplus in the United States 
Treasury as an interference with trade and 
as creating a money stringency. . 

The charities plank will denounce the in- 
terference of Gov. Odell with the manage- 
ment of the charitable institutions of the 
State and pledge the Democratic Party to a 
complete divorcement of the administration 
of charitable institutions from politics. This 
will be accomplished, it will be pledged, by 
the complete undoing of what Gov, Odell 
has done to place the supervision of the 
charities under the immediate control of the 
State administration. 

There will be a declaration against exec. 
utive interference with the judiciary. It 
will be charged that Gov. dell has at- 
tempted to interfere with the judiciary by 
seeking to regulate the assignment of 
Judges through executive approval. 

The platform will denounce the extrava- 
gance of the Republican State administra- 
tion and will undertake to show that the 
Republicans have spent $7,000,000 more a 
year in the administration of the State 
Government than the Democratic adminis- 
tration did. 


THE TIN PLATE SCALE. 


Probability that Workers and Employ- 
‘ers Will Get Together at Pittsburg.

PITTSBURG, Penn., Sept. 29.—The Con- 
ference Committee of the American Tin 
Plate Company met with the Wage Com- 
mittee of the Amalgamated Association of 


Iron, Steel, and Tin Plate Workers to-day. 
No wage scale for the year has been adopt- 
ed, the scale expiring July 1 last. The 
Amalgamated Association adopted a few 
changes, and these have not been agreed to 
by the corporation, Almost all the tin- 
plate plants are closed, and the American 
Company demands that the men accept a 
reduction of 25 per cent. on 1,500,000 boxes 
of plates which the corporation wishes to 
take away from Welsh makers. 

The Amalgamated members have voted 
the proposition down twice, and it is ex- 
pected the Tin Plate Company will ad- 
vance a new proposition. The workers are 
also said tO be willing to reconsider their 
former vote and accept reduction. This 
will not affect wages on plates made for 
domestic consumption. 





GREAT WESTERN TERMINALS,

OMAHA, Neb., Sept. 29.—President A. B. 
Stickney of the Chicago Great Western 
Railroad was in Omaha yesterday, inspect- 
ing the work of preparing terminals for 
his road. He also carefully inspected the 
grade work in the yards and for several 
miles in the country out in Iowa. He was 
well pleased with the result and expressed 
himself so.

There 
s no truth in the report that we will build 
our own tracks from St. Joseph to Kansas 
City. We have the use of several tracks 
between those cities now.” 


TO FIGHT FRENCH TREATY.

ATTLEBOROUGH, Mass., Sept. 
Manufacturing ‘jewelers here, who believe 
that the ratification of the French reci- 
procity .treaty will tend to injure the in- 
dustry of that community, have already 


begun their fight against the measure, in 
the expectation that it is to be introduced 
at the next session of Congress. The meas- 
ure has been hanging fire nearly, if not 
quite, three years, and thus far the Attle- 
borough manufacturers have been suc- 
cessful in defeating it. 

If Congress accepts the treaty it is said 
that Germany and Great Britain will fol- 
low with similar treaties. The jewelry men 
say that those countries will have to be 
given the same opportunities to compete in 
this market that are given France, and 
that the bars will have to be removed all 
along the line. It is said by manufacturers 
that such treaties will cause the removal 
of the jewelry industry from this country 
across the water. 

They say that all the rope chain is now 
made in Europe, sent here as-raw material. 
purchased by manufacturers, finished, and 
put on the market as American-made 
goods. The ratification of the French 
treaty, they aver, will have the same effect 
on, other lines. 

Senators Aldrich, Lodge, Hoar, and, in 
fact, the entire New England delegation at 
Washington, will be urged to defeat any 
such treaty.

It was an ex-convict, and he 
would never have had the chance if I was 
Chief of Police,’’ said Mr. Devery to the 
reporters on the train. 

The delegation on the train consisted of 
business men of the district and 
who were out to enjoy themselves in Ninth 
District style.

A few card games were 
organized, and the noisy members of the 
party marched through the train singing 
a refrain which was soon learned by all.

Finally the band was headed for the 
counter, and as the noisy crowd was sing- 
ing the twenty waitresses waved aprons 
and cheered. Devery started down the line, 
shaking hands and bowing to each one with 
a ‘‘ Pleased to meet you, lady.” 

The waitresses spilled many cups of cof- 
fee while they pushed to the front to talk 
with him, all begging for badges. 

The next stop of the train was at Troy. 
It was about 3:30 o’clock and the factories 
were all running, but more than 4,000 peo- 


ple were crowded in the yards. As Devery 
stood on the platform of his car he was 


cheered, and then he went down into the 


crowd. He got lost for about fifteen min- 
utes in the dense mass of men and women 
anxious to shake his hand. Finally a strike 
committee of railroad men cleared a way 
and approaching Devery told of their griev- 
ances, 

‘“*Say, Chief, 
right?’’ 

““You people may be. It’s hard to get 
work in our days. These trusts—coal and 
beef—are tying up the people.” 

Then he said to the crowd: 

“A man came to me yesterday and said 
he had to pay 20 cents for a pail of coal. 
That would be coal at $16 a ton. He said, 
‘ Keep the coal.’ So will all the poor people 
this Winter. We people are up against it 
pretty hard with these trusts crowding us 
to the wall. Now, about your strike mat- 
ter, I'll look it over,and if you folks want 
me to tell you whether you are right or 
wrong, I'll do so.” 

The committeemen cheered, and soon the 
crowd was shouting: 

** Where's the pump?” 

After ten minutes of cheering, during 
which time Devery was going through the 
crowd shaking hands with all comers, an 
impromptu parade was formed. At the 
head were four of the Devery delegation, 
carrying on their shoulders the large floral 
representation of Devery’s pump, and be- 
hind was the black mascot dog, covered 
with a large red blanket, on each side of 
which in large letters was the word 
“* pump.”

ST. LOUIS CORPORATION TAXES.

ST. LOUIS, Sept. 29.—The Supreme Court 
of Missouri this afternoon granted a writ 
of mandamus on the petition of William 
Poesten Hill of St. Louis, compelling the 
State Board of Equalization, composed of 
Gov. Dockery, Secretary of State Cook, 
Treasurer Williams, Auditor Alen, and At- 
torney General Crow, to forthwith meet 
and make a new assessment of many cor- 
porations on the basis of the actual cash 
value of their properties from the best in- 
formation obtainable. 

Mr. Hill set forth that he owns real and 
personal property aggregating $104,070, and 
pays taxes on the full valuation thereof; 
that he appeared before the Board of 
Equalization during its sessions prior to its 
adjournment on Aug. 26, 1902, and demand- 
ed that it make uniform assessments on 
several corporations, particularly railroads, 
and that the board made improper assess- 
ments of the latter companies at about one- 
fourth of their total actual cash value, ex- 
cept in the cases of the St. Louis and Sub- 
urban Railway Fompeny and the St. Louis 
and Meramec River ailroad Company, 
which they assessed at 48 per cent. of their 
total actual cash value. he bridge cam- 
panies, he said, were assessed ut less than 
one-third of their total actual cash value, 
each of the telegraph companies at 48 per 
cent. of said total cash value, and each of 
the telephone companies at one-third of the 
total actual cash value.

small dealers. 

“They do not want the strike to 
yet,” he said. ‘ They could mine coal if 
they wished, but they want to place the 
selling of coal altogether in the hands of 
their own agents. They want to kill off 
the retail dealers as well as the miners’ 
organization. ‘There are over 100 fewer 
retailers in business than a number of 
years ago.”’ 

Several operators 
that this idea was never thought 
representative of the Delaware, 
Wanna and Western Railroad said: 

“The very expense 
would make it illogical. 
a small army of clerks 
as well as sales agents. 
idea would be for the 
gether and combine their resources. 
was what was done in Boston, where 
Metropolitan Coal Company bought out a 
number of small dealers in different parts 
of the city, and then delivered from 
the nearest depots.”’ 

An operator said: “I am for 
the dealers. They bought coal at circular 
price and sold it at $10, $12, and $15 a ton. 
Ten days ago 100 tons of coal intended for 
the West was brought here from Buffalo. 
The dealers were charged $4.50 a ton, the 
circular price, plus two-thirds the 
freight rate. We paid the other third. The 
coal was retailed at the high prices I 
named.” 

Bakers, it was said, are threatening to 
raise the price of bread on account of the 
high price of coal. A meeting of some of 
the master bakers will be held to-day to 
consider the situation. 

Soft coal took another jump 
and was $8.50 on board, wholesale. The re- 
tail price was $9, and in some cases $10. 
On the west side some of the coal peddlers 
were retailing soft coal at 20 cents a pail. 
Anthracite was anything from $16 up, some 
of it selling for $20 

R. Gordon & Son said that they had 1,000 
tons on hand, but most of it was small 
steam sizes. One customer sent an emer- 
gency order for forty tons of stove and egg 
sizes. The firm sent out to hunt for it, but 
the best they could do was to find ten tons, 
for which $20 a ton was asked. 

Thirteen dealers who were seen had sup- 
plies of anthracite ranging from five to 
twenty-five tons. J. Rheinfrank & Son 
were selling haif-ton lots to special cus- 
tomers at $16 a ton and had only twenty- 
five tons on hand. 

A well-known dealer said there 
need to worry over the supply 
the hospitals or the schools.

“It has been said that some of the hos- 
pitals have only a day or two's supply and 
some a month’s supply,” he said. ‘That 
is true. Some of them only buy from day 
to day on account of lack of storage, and 
others by the month, because their bins 
will hold only a month’s supply. The high 
price of soft coal is partly owing to the 
fact that the anthracite roads are keeping 
their cars at the anthracite collieries in an- 
licipation of a break in the strike. Another 
reason is that some of the Eastern cities, 
fearing they will get no anthracite, are 
loading up with soft coal.” 


STATEMENT BY MR. MITCHELL. 


Charges Messrs. Baer and Hewitt with 
Trying to “ Cloud the Real Causes” 
of the Strike. 


President Mitchell f the United 
Workers from Philadelphia 
before last a statement in which he charged 
that Messrs. Baer and Hewitt and other 
men interested in the ownership 
mines had made assertions ‘‘ with a well- 
defined purpose to confuse and cloud the 
real causes which resulted in the coal 
strike.” 

In referring to Mr. Baer’s statement that 
the wages of the anthracite workers were 
just and fair, compared with the pay 
of other similar emploves, the labor leader 
said he was ready to show that the wag 
in bituminous coal fields were from 20 to 
40 per cent. higher than those paid for 
similar classes of work in the anthracite 
districts, the minimum pay to any 
of adult bituminous workers being 
cents an hour, while in the anthracite coal 
mines the corresponding wages for 
cisely the same labor were from 13 
cents an hour. 

“The bituminous miner,” he 


* works a maximum of eight hours a day, 
which is two hours less than men in the 
anthracite field are required to work: 
moreover, the anthracite mine worker 
labors under the further disadvantage 
being more liable to be killed or injured, 
the casualties being 50 per cent. greater in 
the anthracite than in the bituminous 
mines.”’ 

As to the quoted statement 
thai “the lowest scale of wages was 4%) 
cents for boy slate pickers,’’ Mr. Mitcheil 
said he could prove that thousands of slate 
pickers, whose names and addresses he 
could furnish, worked for much less than 
8 cents a day. Exception was taken to 
Mr. Baer’s assertion that the miners re- 
stricted the output of the mines, for, con- 
tinued the labor leader, there was a total 
increase of 9,000,000 tons from all the an- 
thracite mines in 1901. And not only was 
the total output greater than in any other 
year, he continued, but the per capita out- 
put was also in excess of that of any of 
the thirty years through which records 
had been kept, from 1870 to 1900 

* Since the very inception of this strike,"’ 
Mr. Mitchell said, *‘ the aims, objects, and 
ideals of the United Mine Workers of 
America have been wilfully distorted by a 
small army of critics. We have been un- 
justly maligned and our motives and pur- 
poses maliciously impugned. We therefore 
take this opportunity to repeat specifically 
that we do not seek to interfere with the 
management of the coal properties or with 
the proper discipline of the working 
force, but we do demand: 

‘“*First—An increase in 
employed on plecework 

** Second—A reduction in the hours of 
labor for men employed by the day 

“‘Third—Payment for a legal ton of coal 

* Fourth—That the coal we mine shall be 
honestly weighed and correctly recorded. 

“Fifth—We favor the incorporating in 
the form of an agreement the wages that 
shall be paid and the conditions of employ- 
ment that shall obtain for a specific pe- 
riod.” : 

That the organization of miners was a 
lawless one was denied emphatically. For 
weeks the entire influence of the union had 
been exerted to keep peace among a com- 
munity of thousands of idle men. This in- 
fluence, it wus claimed, had been * more 
successful in allaying violence than the 
coal and iron police in inciting it.” It was 
regretted by the men, he continued, that 
there had been instances of disorder, but it 
would be just as unfair to accuse the 
United States Government itself of law- 
lessness as to accuse the union because 
of the transgressions of some few of its 
members. 

Mr. Mitchell asserted that the pumpmen, 
firemen, and engineers had been called out 
on strike at their own request, after they 
had expressed their desire to obtain reme- 
dies for grievances which they had been 
unable to avert through individual strikes 
of their own. Of Mr. Hewitt he said: 

“As an influential Director of one of the 
coal roads, Mr. Hewitt is undoubtedly 
aware that the companies are fighting to 
compel the workmen to accept employment 
under conditions satisfactory to the Coal 
Trust, and that the preservation of men’s 
individual rights is simply a cloak under 
which they seek to destroy organization 
among their employes. He is undoubtedly 
in a position to know that membership in 
an organization was frowned upon by the 
mine managers, and that specific instruc- 
tions were issued from the general offices 
ef the coal companies, notifying some 
classes of workmen that they must either 
gever their connection with the union or 
surrender their positions."’ 

Mr. Mitchell recalled the fact that Mr. 
Hewitt had believed the miners were re- 
fraining from returning to work through 
fear of bodily harm. Yet, contrary to that 
belief. he continued, they had not returned 
to work when the militia was called out, 
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thus gee that they were not being 
forced to strike. Eight weeks of militia had 
not sent them back to their places, but, on 
the contrary, many men who were brought 
to the coal fields to take the places of the 
strikers had joined the ranks of the ‘latter 
after reaching the anthracite district. 

Mr. Baer's statements about the cost of 
operating mines and the question of wages 
were condemned as entirely misleading by 
the strike leader. Taking Mr. Baer’s state- 
ment about the average pay of the Read- 
ing Company’s men, the speaker calculated 
that the average adult employed by that 
company was able to spend on himself and 
ae SREY $1.01 a day. In concluding he 
said: 

“In — this statement I desire to 
say that we have entered and are conduct- 
ing this struggle without malice and with- 
out bitterness; we believe that our antago- 
nists are acting upon misrepresentations 
rather than in bad faith; we regard them 
not as enemies, but as opponents, and we 
Strike in patience until they shall accede to 
our demands or submit to impartial arbi- 
tration the differences between us. 

“Involved in this fight are questions 
weightier than any question of dollars and 
cents. The present miner has had his day; 
he has been oppressed and ground down, 
but there is another generation coming up, 
a generation of little children prematurely 
doomed to the whirl of the mill and_ the 
noise and blackness of the breaker. It is 
for these little children we are fighting. 
We have not underestimated the strength 
of our opponents; we have not overesti- 
mated our own power of resistance; accus- 
tomed always to live upon little, a little 
less is no unendurable hardship. It was 
with a quaking of hearts that we asked for 
our last pay envelopes; but in the grimy 
and bruised hand of the miner was the 
little white hand of a child, a child like the 
children of the rich, and in the heart of the 
miner was the soul rooted determination to 
starve to the last crust of bread and fight 
out the long, dreary battle to win a life for 
the child and secure for it a place in the 
andy in keeping with advancing civiliza- 
tion.”’ 


MARKLE REPLIES TO MITCHELL. 


He Impugns Accuracy of Strike Lead- 
er’s Statement—Other Operators 
Approve His Characterization. 


tepresentatives of the coal-carrying com- 
panies who were seen yesterday said that 
the reply of President Mitchell of the 
United Mine Workers to President Baer 
has already answered in the state- 
ments from the operators. They say that 
it is full of sophistry, and contains noth- 
ing that Mitchell has not said before. 

John Markle of the firm of G. B. Markle 
& Co., independent operators, said in ref- 
erence to Mitchell's statement: 

“There is sufficient evidence now be- 
fore the public to show conclusively that 
it unnecessary to answer fabrications 
such as are in this statement. They have 
been answered “over and over again. 
Mitchell admits that there was rioting and 
disturbance. There was more. There was 
absolute anarchy. The leaders of the union 
must have known that the result of the 
massing of strikers together would be vio- 
lence and bloodshed. 

“I know that before the riots took place 
at our mines, the local unions concocted 
and arranged the demonstrations and gath- 
which preceded the riotous 
The picketing of the mines-to 
persuade the miners not to go to work 
means violence. The members of the local 
—— 7 the kind of persuasion that will 

e used,”’ 

Asked whether the efforts of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Catholic societies and 
other organizations to bring the strike to 
an end would result in any change of policy 
on the part of the operators he said: 

‘Not in the least. I recognize that these 
efforts are well meaning, but they only pro- 
long the strike by encouraging the strikers. 
ine strike can only end one way. The 
operators will never recognize Mr. Mitch- 
ell's organization.”’ 

Regarding Mr. Mitchell's explanation 
about the strike of the engineers and pump 
runners, in which Mr. Mitchell says that 
they wanted to strike themselves, and that 
the operators got twelve days’ notice, he 
said: 

“Whether they got twelve days’ notice 
or twenty, Mr. Mitchell ordered the strike. 
He knew that if it had been a success the 
mines would have been flooded and the 
miners deprived of work for an indefinite 
time. It was as bad to order the strike 
then as at any other time.” 

It was not true, Mr. Markle said, that 
Mitchell represented 147,000 mine workers 
in the strike. He only represented a mi- 
nority who intimidated a large majority 
of the men who wanted to return to work, 
but were afraid to do so. 

Mr. Markle afterward had a talk with J. 
Pierpont Morgan, and later visited Presi- 
dent Fowler of the New York, Ontario and 
Western Railroad. He was seen in Mr. 
Fowler's office and reiterated his criticism 
of Mr. Mitchell's Statement in Mr. Fowler's 
presence. Mr. Markle said he spoke the 
sentiments of other operators as well as 
his own: He said he very much feared 
there would be more bloodshed before the 
strike was ended. 

‘**How is New 
asked. 

‘When the miners who want to work are 
protected at their homes and at the collier- 
ies coal will be mined in quantities.

MORE TROOPS ORDERED OUT. 


Sheriff of Northumberland County, 
Penn., Asked Governor for Addi- 
tional Protection, Which 
Was Granted.

SHAMOKIN, Penn., Sept. 29.—A critical 
state of affairs exists to-night in North- 
umberland County, and Sheriff Deftrich has 
Stone to send troops here. 
The Governor responded by ordering out 
the remaining companies of the Fourth 
Regiment. There was rioting of a more 
serious nature between here and 
Carmel Borough to-day, and to- 
night strikers are encamped on the hills 
and in the valley, watching a force of 
sixty non-union workmen and deputies un- 
der the command of Lieut. Victor Thomp- 
son of the Union Coal and Iron Company. 
behind a log fort in Main 
to the Richards Colliery, 
owned by the Union Company. Sheriff 
Deitrich and 100 deputies are on a hiil 
guarding the engine house, where six non- 
union firemen are at work. 

Secretary George Hartlein and a dozen 
assistant strike leaders are with the strik- 
ers pleading for peace, but the latter are 


in an ugly temper, and it is feared that a 
conflict may come at any time, The 
Sheriff has made every effort to persuade 
the strikers to disperse, but so far without 
He has, however, prevented a 
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Passenger trains from here to Mount 
Carmel are being run under armed deputies 
to prevent cars from being dynamited or 
ditched. Three hundred strikers held up a 
Northern Central Railroad miners’ accom- 
modation train between here and Mount 
Carmel this morning. There were thirty 
carpenters and stone masons on board, in 
addition to ten non-unionists, on their way 
to the Richards and Pennsylvania collieries, 
operated by the Union Coal Company. Six 
policemen guarded the workmen and pre- 
vented the strikers boarding the cars when 
they reached Green Ridge. The engineer 
was signaled to run to Mount Carmel, 
whereupon the strikers stoned and fired 
upon the cars, breaking many windows. 
Lieut. Andrew Brittain of the Union Coal 
and Iron Police, was shot in the back and 
seriously injured, and three carpenters were 
cut by rocks. The crowd followed the train, 
but before they reached Mount Carmel the 
non-unionists boarded a train for here and 
escaped to their homes. 

Strikers blew up a steam pipe line at 
Righter’s colliery, near Mount Carmel, last 
night and chased the non-union foreman 
home. A mob also dragged Fire Bosses 
Rhoades, Rafferty, and Penman away from 
a trolley car this morning as they were go- 
ing from Mount Carmel to Greenough Col- 
liery. No collieries resumed operations in 
this region to-day. 


GREENWICH’S COAL FAMINE. 


Farmers Busy Chopping Down Trees 
and Sawing Them Up to Sell 
as Fuel.

GREENWICH, Conn., Sept. 29.—A coal 
famine threatens Greenwich, where W. H. 
Truesdale, President of the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western Railroad, re- 
sides, and farmers are busily engaged in 
chopping down trees and sawing them up 
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for the market. One dealer who serves 
Mr. Truesdale is entirely out of coal and 


cannot secure any in the market, he says. 
To-day he offered a wholesaler in New 
York $1,500 cash for 100 tons and was re- 
fused. In the other two coal yards there 
are only 400 tons of nut size left, and even 
Mr. Truesdale, who has scarcely any in 
his cellar, cannot purchase any, as none 
will be sold save to regular customers. 

To-day the local price advanced from $10 
to $15,a ton, owing to a scare, the dealers 
Say, which would have resulted in clear- 
ing out their yards in one day if the price 
had not been advanced. Mr. Truesdale 
lives in a wooded section and, it is un- 
derstood, is having his cellar filled with 
hickory. Every one who has open fire- 
places in his house intends relying upon 
wood for heat this Winter. In anticipa- 
tion of the coal famine a company of New 
York capitalists has started a factory here 
that will turn out a newly invented kero- 
sene blue flame burner to be used in 
ranges and fireplaces. 

The dealers say that they will sell only 
half ton lots, and if the people will buy 
only as they need for the _ present they 
can hold out until Nov. 1. Stove and egy 
sizes are very short. 


WILL CONSIDER 
COAL SITUATION. 


Mayor of Boston Calls Conference in 
Common Council Chamber to Dis- 
cuss Plan to Prevent 
Suffering.

BOSTON, Mass., Sept. 29.—Mayor Collins 
to-night sent a circular letter to 130 repre- 
sentative citizens calling a conference in 
the Common Council Chamber Wednesday 
to consider the coal situation, and to avert 
serious distress among the poor people in 
consequence of it. In his letter, the Mayor 

says in part: 

“The want of a sufficient fuel supply for 
present needs is keenly felt, and the pros- 
pect for the coming cold season is certainly 
not encouraging. : 

“Even in the event of an instant ending 
of the strike and the resumption of mining 
with all energy the supply of anthracite 
coal for consumers here would not, as it ap- 
pears, meet the necessary demands; nor is 
there evidence that other kinds of fuel in 
sufficient quantity are forthcoming. - 

“It may be that the conference can find 
no fully satisfactory solution of the prob- 
lem, but it ought to result in some — to 
remove the present strain and surely pro- 
vide against any severe distress the coming 
Winter.” 

All the leading publishers, merchants, 
financiers, and railroad magnates resident 
in Boston have been asked to the confer- 
ence. 


PLAN FOR EMPLOYES’ FUEL. 


Officials of Watch Company Adopt 
Method to Aid Its Workers to 
Keep Warm This Winter. 


Special to The New York Times. 

BOSTON, Sept. 29.—The officials of the 
American Watch Company have adopted a 
plan to aid its employes in keeping warm 
this Winter, and will sell them coal at prac- 
tically what it the company. The 
concern has set aside 2,000 tons of bitu- 
minous coal, which it will dispose of to 
heads of families employed at the works 
for $4.50 per ton delivered. 

Only those employes who earn less than 
$4 per day can purchase the coal, and they 
can buy only one ton at a time. The com- 
pany also announces that it will open a 
yard at its coal sheds on Sun Street, where 
hard or soft wood, sawed but not split, 
will be sold at $6 per cord delivered. 

Any employe can purchase wood. The 
concern has about 3.000 hands. Of this 
number it is estimated that there are 1,000 
heads of families.

CALL FOR COAL CONVENTION. 


It Is to be Held in Detroit to Attempt to 
Settle Strike by Arbitration. 
Special to The New York Times. 
DETROIT, Sept. 29.—One hundred and 
fifty Detroit citizens to-night in the May- 
or’s office unanimously adopted a resolu- 
tion setting forth the gravity of the anthra- 
cite coal strike, and decided to attempt to 
hold a convention’ in Detroit on Oct. 9, to 
bring pressure to bear upon the operators 
and strikers to arbitrate the strike ques- 

tion. 

Messages were ordered sent to the Gov- 
ernors of eighteen States to appoint dele- 
gates to attend the convention in Detroit, 
also to the Mayors of all the leading cities 
in these States, the representation being on 
a basis of twenty from each State. 
_To-night’s meeting was the result of the 
Common Council's action Tuesday in advis- 
ing that such action be taken. The Penn- 
sylvania coal operators were denounced. 
President of the Council F. W. Smith and 
Mayor William C. Maybury declared that 
the calling of the convention has no politi- 
eal significance, but was to further the 
movement to reopen mines. It was stated 


that the supply of coal in Detroit is about 
5 per cent. of the actual demand. 


STRATTON WILL LITIGATION. 


Great Interest in the Contest in Colo- 
rado Springs—Sensational Reports 
—A Demand for $6,000,000 ?

COLORADO SPRINGS, Col., Sept. 
The contest over the Stratton will continues 
to be the absorbing topic of conversation 
here. The action of the executors when 
they appear in the County Court to-mor- 
row morning is being discussed from every 
possible point of view. The general opinion 
is that they will refuse to deliver the prop- 
erty to the administrators appointed by 
the court, and not a few people express the 
opinion that the executors will go to jail 


for contempt rather than surrender their 
trust. 

A report reached here from Denver to- 
day to the effect that a compromise-én re- 
gard to the entire Stratton litigation is 
possible, and that if such a compromise is 
made young Stratton will receive $500,000. 
The statement is ridiculed by the attorneys 
on both sides, 

The attorneys for young Stratton filed a 
caveat in the County Court to-day, giving 
his reasons for contesting the will. Later 
in the day this was followed by the an- 
swer of the executors. 

Sensational reports are current to the ef- 
fect that deliberate steps have been taken 
to pile up litigation to the detriment of the 
estate. Two common law wives are on the 
list, with demands for $50,000 each, while 
the great Venture Corporation of London, 
England, is credited with a demand for 
$6,000,000, which, if conceded by the court, 
would leave very little for the heirs. 

The presence here of John Hays Ham- 
mond, the mining expert, on whose report 
the sale of the Independence Mine was 
made, gives color to the statement about 
the London company’s claim. The ground 
for the suit is said to be based on the accu- 
sation that the Independence was salted 
for sale, and that the payment of $10,000,000 
was not warranted by the showing of ore 
underground, 

Young Stratton is said to be backed by a 
company of speculators, who guarantee 
him $1,000,000 regardless of the final settle- 
ment.

BY DR. PARKHURST 


No Improvement Under Reform 
Has He Observed. 


Belief Expressed That Tammany Will 
Control Again, Uniess the New Ad- 
ministration Can Show Benefits 
Attained—Mr. Low’s Op- 
portunity. 


The Rev. Dr. Charles H. Parkhurst’s be- 
lief, expressed yesterday, is that if 
there is not before long some manifestation 
of “reform” in the sense that it was 
preached by the candidates of the Fusion 
ticket, Tammany is bound to come into 
power again, not the Tammany that was 
represented by decent men on the ticket 
in the latest municipal campaign, but the 
Tammany that does as it pleases and ap- 
roves the methods of Devery as lawful 
and proper in ruling a great municipality. 

In his study yesterday afternoon he was 
asked to describe the impression he re- 
ceived after his visit abroad, and tell what 
he thought of New York under the reform 
administration. 

“I am very deeply disappointed,’ he 
said. ‘‘I have not had time enough since 
my return to look .about very carefully, 
but I have been informed by our society 
from time to time of what has been hap- 
pening. I can’t say that I see any im- 
provement in the past year. It has veen 
our disposition to be patient and to see 
what the reform government would do. It 
may have done some good, but that is not 
manifest. Deveryism is rampant. It nas 
not been routed out of the city by those 
who pledged to do so. 

‘**Commissioner Partridge is, I believe, a 
conscientious gentleman, doing the best he 
knows how. We were told by him that he 
would make no radical changes at first 
and that he would not act until he saw 
the way. We have been waiting a_long 
time. By a mutual friend I was introduced 
to the new Commissioner early in his 
career, and in our talk I noticed only one 
thing to surprise and alarm me. He said 
that he had placed himself in the Hands of 
Inspector Cross, in whom he hadthe great- 
est trust. 1 advised him to be careful 
that in carrying the Inspector in his arms, 
he might be able to free himself when the 
time of necessity came. Inspector Cross 
is a very clever gentleman of polished and 
pleasant manners. The new Commissioner 
was evidently taken with him. 

‘“Now, as I understand it, there has been 
no advance in the moral movement in the 
city. That was the keynote of the last 
campaign. It is the same New York, with 
the gambling houses and the disorderly 
houses open, and with a police system, not 
so openly corrupt as under Devery, 
therefore harder to detect and convict.

“There must be some actual showing by 
the Administration, some positive evidence 
that the community has been benefited. or 
we will have Tammany again intrenched 
in power with the word ‘ Reform’ one of 
ridicule. The Mayor has had> and still 
has, his opportunity. He has been slow to 
grasp it. Phe is the one responsible for the 
government of the city, and his good works 
are not yet apparent.

MILK ADVANCES IN PRICE. 


At an adjourned meeting of the Consoli- 
dated Milk Exchange, held yesterday aft- 
ernoon, it was decided to advance the 
price of milk one-half cent a quart. That 
will be the third advance from the Sum- 
mer prices, the first having been made 
Aug. 1, and the second on Sept. 1. They 


were each one-quarter cent. A further 
advance is looked for. 

It is said that the reason for the high 
price of milk goes back to the high price 
of beef last Spring. At that time many 
farmers sold fat cattle that otherwise 
they would have carried over the Summer 
for milking this Fall. It was assumed that 
the high price of cattle would not last. 
That has not turned out to be the case. 
Cows are nearly twice as high at present 
es they were a year ago. 

The advance in the price of milk brings 
that commodity up to $1.52 a can, with 
freight, selling charges; &c., still to pay. 
This means about $1.80 a can at whole- 
sale, and will result in a general advance 
of the retail price, it is thought. -A further 
advance is expected next month.

ALLEGED SILK FRAUD HEARING. 


A. 8. Rosenthal and Martin Cohn, com- 
posing the firm of A. S. Rosenthal & Co. of 
45-45 Greene Street, yesterday were held 
for the Grand Jury in renewed bonds of 
$30,00 each by United States Commissioner 
Shields, on three charges of fraudulent 
entry in the filing of invoices of Japanese 
silks at the Custom House. The amount 
involved is a little more than $6,000. Two 
of the shipments were from Yokohama and 
the third from France. 

The alleged fraud first became known in 
August of last year, when Appraiser Wake- 
man caused the suspension of C. Brown, 
an examiner of silks in the Third Division 
of the Public Stores, and had the Rosen- 
thal invoices marked ‘‘ Fraud intended.” 
Mr. Wakeman’s charges were reviewed and 
dismissed by District Attorney Burnett, and 
afterward by Secretary of the Treasury 
Gage, but the Merchants’ Association in- 
duced President Roosevelt to appoint W. 
Wickham Smith a Special Attorney Gen- 
eral to prosecute the case. Commissioner 
Shields held up his decision for a fort- 
night, or until after the Republican State 
Convention, at the request of Frank H. 
Platt, son of Senator Thomas C. Platt, who 
yesterday came into the case as associate 
counsel with A. J. Dittenhoefer. 

Ex-Judge Dittenhoefer said that he would 
easily prove that his clients were innocent 
of wrong intent and that the incorrect fig- 
ures on the invoices in question were due 
to natural mistakes. He asserted that the 
evidence was clear that in each one of the 
cases on which they are held they notified 
the Appraiser and Collector of the Port 
that the firm desired the goods to be re- 
weighed in their presence.

IN CHINATOWN STREETS.

Five Points Social Members and the 
Jack Eastman Crowd Have to be 
Rounded Up by Reserves. 


Chinatown echoed with revolver shots 
last nigMt because of the enmity between 
two local organizations, and while the 
fighting was going on the police reserves 
of the Elizabeth, Eldridge, and Macdougal 
Street Stations were turned into the dis- 
trict, patrolling in squads of five men in- 
stead of in solitary fashion, pouncing on 
the knots of fighters at every opportunity 
and sending them into prison in groups. 

The trouble was due to the feud between 
the Five Points Social Club of 126 White 
Street, which makes its night headquarters 
in a saloon in Chatham Square, and the 
Jack Eastman Social Club, near the New 
Irving Hall, and composed of young men 
living east of the Chinese quarter. The 
prisoners were armed almost to a man. Pis- | 
tols were the general weapons, but some 
of the men carried long knives and mur- 
derous “ slungshots.”’ 

The rioting started about 9 o’clock, when 
the Eastmans, about sixty strong, invaded 
Chinatown. They divided into two sec- 
tions, one going through Doyers Street and 
the other along Walker Street, looking for 
the enemy. The Five Poirit men heard of 
it. and quickly rallied to repel the foe. 
The corner of White and Walker Streets 
was the scene of the first coilision. Clubs, 
bullets, and bricks filled the air, causing 
Chinamen and others not interested in the 
fighting to hurry within doors or out of 
the district. That engagement went on 
from one side of the street to the other 
until the fighters reached Broadway ‘at 
Walker Street. There Policemen Nilison 
and Crinton of the Elizabeth Street Station 
threw themselves into the thick of the 
fighting with clubs and revolvers drawn. 
Police reinforcements came, and four pris-

DISCONTENT IN ‘ST. VINCENT 
OVER RELIEF DISTRIBUTION. 


Maladministration Is Alleged, and Co- 
lonial Secretary Chamberlain Has 
Ordered an Inquiry. 


KINGSTOWN, St. Vincent, Sept. 27.— 
Widespread dissatisfaction prevails in con- 
nection with the relief work on this island. 
A portion of the clothing, and other 
supplies contributed by the United States 
Government for the assistance of sufferers 
from the volcanic eruptions has been sold 
for less than its value by the local Govern- 
ment to merchants abroad, the distribution 
of rations has been stopved, and a state of 
semi-starvation prevails among some of the 
sufferers. 

An inadequate pittance of 25 cents weekly 
per adult is given to some of the people, 
and some huts have been erected for the 
homeless, but each ‘only measures 8 by 8 
-feet. Owing to the destruction of many of 
the estates a majority of the laborers are 
out of employment, and the Government of- 
ficials have been dilatory in allotting lands 
for them to cultivate. 

The better class of sufferers, whose prop- 
erties have been devastated, are reduced 
to a state of poverty and have not yet been 
relieved. They are experiencing great pri- 
vation, while over $200,000 of the relief fund 
is still at the disposal of the Government. 

Representations on the ground of malad- 
ministration of the relief funds, &c., have 
been made to the Imperial Colonial Secre- 
tary, Mr. Chamberlain, who has commis- 
sioned A. M. Ashmore, the Government 
Secretary at Demerara, to proceed to St. 
Vincent early in October to make an in- 
quiry. It is rumored that another Commis-

CHANGE IN REALTY 
COMPANIES’ PLA 


The Alliance Not to be in the United 
States Company. 


Underwriting Syndicate Announce 
Abandonment of Absorption of That 
Corporation—Merger of the 
Other Concerns, 


The Alliance Realty Company will not be 
among the corporations that are to be 
merged into the new United States Realty 
and Construction Company. That fact was 
made public yesterday afternoon in an 
announcement by Hallgarten & Co., who 
have been managers of the underwriting 
syndicate that was formed in connection 
with the organization of the new com- 
pany. The announcement was as follows: 

The committee, consisting of James Stillman, 
Henry Morgenthau, H. 8, Black, Albert Flake, 
and Robert E. Dowling, having in charge the 
formation of the United States Realty and Con- 
struction Company, have concluded to avail 
themselves of their privilege to abandon the ab- 
sorption of the Alliance Realty Company, and 
have so notified the stockholders, who can with- 
draw their deposited stock from the Central 
Trust Company of New York. This will reduce 
the amount of preferred stock to be issued to 
27,500,000 and the common stock to be issued to 
$38,500,000, leaving in the treasury of the United 
States Realty and Construction Company §$2,500,- 
000 of the preferred stock and $2,500,000 of the 
common stock; also the $11,000,000 cash capital 
paid in on Sept. 25, 1902, by the syndicate, and 
the cash turned over by the George A, Fuller 
Company and the New York Realty Corporation, 


In the offices of the Central Realty, 
Bond, and Trust Company the termination 
of negotiations with the Alliance Realty 
Company was explained in more detail by 
Frederic J. Middlebrook of counsel for the 
new corporation in the presence of Messrs. 
Mergenthau and Flake. 

‘The stock of the Alliance Realty Com- 
pany,’ Mr. Middlebrook said, ‘‘ was to be 
deposited with the Central Trust Company 
under a printed agreement made between 
the depositing stockholders and Messrs. 
Stillman, Morgenthau, Flake, Dowling, and 
Black. There were desposited, in accord- 
ance with the terms of this agreement, 19,- 
428 out of 20,000 shares of the Alliance Re- 
alty Company. There was no provision in 
that agreement by which the Alliance 
stockholders could terminate the agree- 
ment or withdraw their stock. There was, 
however, a provision that enabled Mr. 
Stillman and his associates, before they 
directed the exchange of stock for the se- 
curities of the new corporation, to abandon 
the agreement. This privilege extends un- 


til Nov. 1. They have to-day elected to 
avail themselves of it and to abandon this 
agreement. No power to terminate the 
agreement rested with either the stock- 
holders or Directors of the Alliance Com- 
pany.” 

No further details could be gathered from 
authoritative sources as to the immediate 
cause of the break in the negotiations, but 
the opinion prevailed in well-informed cir 
cles that the promoters of the United 
States Realty and Construction Company 
had decided that the participation of the 
Alliance Company in the merger, upon the 
basis put forward orfginally, would not be 
altogether advantageous to the larger con- 
cern, The basis was tlrat stockholders in 
the Alliance Company were to receive for 
each 100 shares 125 shares of the preferred 
and 110 shares of the common stock of the 
new company. 

Frederick Southack, President of the 
Alliance Realty Company, said yesterday 
afternoon that he had nothing to say rela- 
tive to the new turn which the affairs of 
that corporation had taken. 

Simultaneously with the circulation of re- 
ports affecting the merger, there was also 
published yesterday afternoon an advertise- 
ment that was signed by Walter T. Rosen 
ot Ladenburg, Thalmann & Co., F. S. Smith- 
ers, George L. Peabody, and by the law 
firm of Underwood, Van Vorst & Hoyt. It 
was addressed to the stockholders of the 
ee Realty Company, and was as fol- 
ows: 

The undersigned have been requested by the 
holders of a very large amount of the capital 
stock of the Alliance Realty Company to act asa 
committee to represent their interests. 

We are of the opinion that the interests of the 
stockholders require immediate and concerted ac- 
tion. We have consented to act as a committee 
in behalf of those stockholders who will deposit 
their shares, or Central Trust Company re- 
ceipts for the same, subject to our order, with 
the Atlantic Trust Company, No. 49 Wall Street, 
New York City, on or before 3 P..M. on October 
30th, 1902. Negotiable certificates of deposit 
will be issued for the deposited stock or Central 
Trust Company receipts, 

Walter T. Rosen said last evening that 
the committee ny had control of a 
majority of the stock in question, but fur- 
ther than that, as to the future plans of 
the committee, he declined to speak. Fred- 
erick B. Van Vorst of the law firm men- 
tioned was equally uncommunicative. 

The Alliance Realty Company was organ- 
ized about three years ago primarily to 
handle the Broad-Exchange Building op- 
eration at the southeast corner of Broad 
Street and Exchange Place. Its authorized 
capital is $3,000,000, although of that 
amount only $2,000,000 has been issued, The 
Broad-Exchange Building, which it owns 
jointly with the George A. Fuller Company, 
has been regarded as one of the most val- 
uable assets to be included in the holdings 
of the consolidated companies. The Alli- 
ance Company's interest in that structure, 
it is said, amounts to eleven-twentieths, 
and that of the Fuller Company to nine- 
twentieths. Charles Francis Adams, sec- 
ond, and Henry L. Higginson, Directors in 
the Alliance Realty Company, were to have 
served in a similar capacity in the Board of 
the United States Realty and Construction 
Company. 

The elimination of the Alliance Realty 
Company will in no way interfere with the 
carrying out of a merger of the other 
conipanies. The original plans will be fol- 
lowed, except. that as indicated in Hall- 
garten & Co.'s statement, the preferred and 
common stock which was to have been 
given in payment for the Alliance Company 
will remain in the treasury of the United 
States Realty and Construction Company. 

Statements made yesterday showed to 
what extent the shareholders in the two 
other companies that are affected by the 
consolidation—the George A. Fuller Com- 
pany and the New York Realty Corpora- 
tion—have availed themselves of the pro- 
posed plan. Out of a total of 30,000 out- 
standing shares of New York Realty Cor- 
poration stock more than 28,000 have been 
depcsited with _the Central Trust Company 
and of the Fuller Company's securities 
there have been turned in 98,900 shares out 
of 100,000 common, and 47,300 out of 50,000 
preferrea. It was announced also yester- 
day that the new company will open its 
offices in the eleventh story of 135 Broad- 
way on Oct. 6. 

Seven hundred. shares of the Alliance 
Reaity Company were dealt in on the 
curb yesterday, the stock selling from 130% 
down to 129, as compared with Saturday’s 
closing of 132, The common stock of the 
United States Realty and Construction 
Company, which closed on Saturday at 
3#%, Was quoted yesterday at 33%, falling 
off to 52%, and closing at 33. Bight thou- 
sand shares changed hands. On trading in 
5,0v0 shares the preferred went from 77% 
down to 76%, and subsequently regaine 
the point. Saturday’s close for that issue 
Vas 11%.

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FUTURE OF LOUISVILLE 


Mr. Morgan Says Minority Holders 
Will Be Protected. 


Financier Gives Money Stringency as 
the Reason for Break in the Road's 
Shares—An Unofficial 
Statement. 


The first official information regarding 
the disposition of the Louisville and Nash+ 
ville to the Atlantic Coast Line, reports of 
which have been current, with more or 
less authenticity, was made public. yes- 
terday by J. Pierpont Morgan himself. 

“Under the arrangement in the Louis- 
ville and Nashville ‘deal,"’ said Mr. Mor- 
gan, “‘the Gates and Hawley syndicates, 
who had 204,000 shares of the stock, turned 
over this stock to us, placing it in the’ 
hands of J. P. Morgan & Co. in trust. 
This firm then held 102,000 shares. The 
Gates-Hawley stock was turned in with 
the understanding that J. P. Morgan & Co. 
should formulate a plan for the final dis- 
position of the property to the satisfaction 
of Mr. Gates and his friends. This plan 
has-not yet been presented to them, but it 
will be, 

“T am under the impression that the 
property will eventuajly go to the Atlantic 
Coast Line. I don’t know exactly whether 
it will be the railroad or the securities 
holding company of that name. 

**Every interest in the South will, how- 


ever, be fully protected. The 306,000 shares 
of stock are to be taken over at 150, ac- 
cording to the last agreement. No pro- 
vision has been made for the minority 
stock, but we propose to treat everybody 
iu such a way that they will be satisfied.” 

Mr. Morgan added that the depression in 
the Louisville and Nashville stock yester- 
day was due to the money stringency. 

When this statement of Mr. Morgan’s was 
shown to Mr. Harris of Harris, Gates & 
Co, he said: ‘‘ While the plan has not yet 
Leen presented to us, I have no doubt that 
Mr. Morvan’s disposition of the stock will 
be acceptable. He has more than several 
duys yet in wnich to exercise his option, 
The break in Louisville and Nashville to- 
duy was due to a combination of selling 
by disappointed minority holders and of 
the money stringency. The minority stock- 
holders, however, can rest assured by Mr. 
Morgan’s statement, I think the market 
will open stronger and that the culmina- 
tiun of the decline has been reached.” 

During the day one of the news bureaus 
sent out the following statement: 

The report that plans are well advanced for the 
Atlantic Coast Line Company of Connecticut to 
take over a majority interest in Louisville and 
Nashville Railroad stock is authoritatively af- 
firmed. The report that in return for the amount 
of money advanced, the underwriting syndicate 
of the financial transaction will receive $10,000,- 
000 cash, and $5,000,000 in Atlantic Coast Line 
stock and $35,000,000 in 4 per cent, collateral 
trust bonds of the Atlantic Coast Company se- 
cured by the deposit of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville stock to be acquired is also confirmed on 
authority. 

The weakness in Louisville and Nashville 
stock to-day is attributed by those in a position 
to know, to the fact that the Loutsville and 
Nashville stock not now controlled by J. P, Mor- 
gan & Co, either by direct ownership or under 
the option given that firm by the interest repre- 
sented by John W. Gates and Edwin Hawley 
will constitute a minority stock. It is stated 
positively that this outside stock will be minority 
stock. It is also stated with equal positiveness 
that the dividend will remain at 5 per cent. and 
will not be advanced to 6 or 7 per cent,, as 
some interests have come to believe. It was 
stated positively to-day by a member of the firm 
of J. P. Morgan & Co, that no official statement 
regarding this deal will be made public to-day, 

When the above statement was shown to 
Charles G. Gates, he said that he under- 
stood it to be correct.

CHECK BOOK’S TALE IN 
LAURA BIGGAR CASE 


Evidence that Dr. Hendrick Paid 
ex-Justice Stanton. 


S eamnaieeetenneel 


Latter’s Bail Doubled on Perjury Charge 
—Ex-Actress Would Surrender If 
Bond Were Made Nominal. 


In searching through the Bayonne sani- 
tarium of Dr. C. C. Hendrick, Laura Big- 
gar’s lawyer and physician, two New ‘Jer- 
sey detectives yesterday found an old 


check book belonging to the doctor. One of 
the stubs told of $30 paid by Dr. Hendrick 
to Samuel Stanton within the last two 
months. Stanton, who is now the doctor's 
companion in the Freehold (N. J.) Jail, 
testified ten days ago that he and Miss 
Biggar’s physician had had no financial 
dealings with each other. 

Several hours before Detective Weinthal 
of Hoboken and Detective Hulick of Long 
Branch, the two men who made the discov- 
ery, had started toward the sanitarium, a 
second warrant was sworn out against 
Stanton. On the first warrant, which was 
issued simultaneously with those against 
Laura Biggar and Dr. Hendrick, he was 
accused of conspiracy to obtain for Miss 
Riggar the entire estate of the late Henry 
M. Bennett of Pittsburg. On the last war- 
rant the charge of perjury was made, and 
the effect of the additional accusation was 
to add to the improbability of obtaining a 
bondsman, as his bail was doubled to 
$10,000, 

While Stanton was being made the sub- 
ject of this new attack and while Dr. Hen- 
drick amused himself reading a novel in 
the Freehold jail, Laura Biggar remained 
where nobody but her lawyer could find 
her. The lawyer, Samuel I. Frankenstein 
of 8 West One Hundred and Thirty-fourth 
Street, said last night that she was in the 
city, and that he had talked with her 


in the forenoon. He denied the report that 
she had been in Wilmington, Del., or in 
Delawar® City, her old home. 

‘When I saw her to-day,’ he said, “‘ she 
begged me to let her give herself up uncon- 
ditionally. The strain, she_ said, was too 
much for her to stand it mifch longer, and 
she was willing to chance going to jail 
rather than remain longer in suspense.” 

* Why wouldn't you allow her to go to 
jail?’"’ Mr. Frankenstein was asked. 

** Could she get bail?’’ he replied. ‘‘ That 
Was the question I considered. I told her 
to remember that Dr. Hendrick, though a 
well-known man, had not found anybody 
to go on a five-thousand-dollar bond for 
him, so how was she certain to get a bonds- 
man? ‘Don't give yourself up,’ I said to 
her, ‘until you've got the bail.’ She is 
ready to prove she has no fear if the oppo- 
sition will cause the bail to be reduced to a 
nominal figure. If they want to prosecute 
her, there is no reason why they shouldn't 
be willing to do that. She will surrender 
immediately, and then they can keep watch 
on her movements without trouble, for she 
hasn't any money.” 

Charles C. Black of Jersey City, who was 
formerly Miss Biggar's lawyer, together 
with Mr. Frankenstein, was asked yester- 
day to answer Mr. Frankenstein's assertion 
that Mr. Black had overstepped his author- 
ity in withdrawing their heats suit for 
the whole estate. That was what Mr. Black 
did last Friday morning in the Orphans’ 
Court at Long Branch, just a few minutes 
before the sensational arrests of Stanton 
and Hendrick on the conspiracy charge. 

* | can’t say anything about the matter,” 
Mr. Elack replied. ‘* Whatever assertion 
is made about my connection with this 
case must go unchallenged as far as 1 am 
concerned. I was Miss Biggar’s counsel, 
but { am no longer.” 

‘rom Mr. Frankenstein it was learned 
last night that both he and Mr. Black ad- 
vised Miss Biggar, when she first told them 
of her intention to claim the whole estate 
as the mother of Mr. Bennett's posthumous 
child, not to bring the suit. hey called 
her attention to the risk there was in it, 
and said they thought she had better be 
content with what she was to receive under 
the millionaire’s will rather than to take 
a chance of losing everything. 

“ft am-not taking any chance,” she 
answered them. “I have proof of every- 
thing 1 say in stpport of my claim to the 
estate.”’ 

Then .they took the case. 
positiveness, said Mr. Frankenstein, that 
convincec him she was in the right, an 
opinion he has continued to hold ever since. 

He was asked to explain what would be 
his argument against the assertion that 
Miss Biggar, even though the conspiracy 
charge should not be proved, ought to lose 
her right to any part of the estate on 
the ground that she had made a contest, 
the will having stipulated that any con- 
testant was to be deprived of: inheritance 
thereunder. 

“ That,’’ he said, “ raises some intricate 
legal questions. In the first place, our con- 
tention will be that it is not Laura Biggar 
Bennett who is making the contest. That 
is, it is not Laura Biggar Bennett acting 
for herself. but Mrs. Henry M. Bennett 
acting as the mother of Henry M. Bennett, 
Jr. If the child had lived she would have 
taken the same action as his guardian, not 
as a legatee under the will. In short, it was 
nature that started the contest, and not 
Laura Biggar Bennett. 

“‘In the second place, it is a debatable 
question whether that clause in the will is 
to be adjudged legal in New Jersey. In 
some States it has been decided by the 
highest courts that a man has no Tight to 
forbid contests over his will, because by so 
forbidding he takes away from his heirs 
the privilege of maintaining their lawful 
rights. The courts ip these States to which 
1 refer have adjudged that such a pro- 
vision in a will is contrary to public policy 
and is, therefore, null and veud. 

“The question has not been decided in 
New Jersey. 

‘And there is another point that may be 
brought to bear on this case if necessary. 
It is evident to any one who reads Mr. 
Bennett's will that when he inserted the 
anti-contest clause he did not have Miss 
Biggar in mind. For in almost the next 
clause he stipulated that the share of the 
contestant should go to the residuary lega- 
tees, and he named her as one of these 
three residuary legatees. It was plain that 
a contest from her never entered his mind, 
and the courts, in making a decision 6n the 
matter, would have to consider the inten- 
tions of the testator. According to the will. 
if one of the three residuary legatees 
should raise a contest he would have to 
get back whatever he lost through that 
contest. He-might lose under the one 
clause, but immediately he would get the 
property back again under the other." 

Mr. Frankenstein expressed the opinion

|PIERS AS SCHOOL HOUSES 


' Supt. Maxwell’s Plan to Relieve 
City’s Congested Districts. 


Two of Those Built for Recreation May 
Be Heated and Utilized for Crowd- 
ed-Out, Pupils. 


Measures of relief from the overcrowding 
of public schools in at least two of the 
congested city districts are suggested by 
City Superintendent Maxwell, who says 
that certain recreation piers might be used 
for school purposes during the Winter. In 
a letter addressed to the Building Commit- 
tee of the Board of Education yesterday 
Mr. Maxwell recommended that engineers 
of the committee investigate the availabll- 
ity of these piers for the purpose named, 
and, if found satisfactory, that they. be 
fitted up immediately. C. B. J. Snyder, 
Superintendent of School Buildings, be- 
lieves the plan to be practicable. The two 
piers suggested by Superintendent Maxwell 
are those at the foot of East Third Street, 
Manhattan, and North Second Street, in 
Brooklyn. 

“The pier at East Third Street,’’ he says, 
“is in the Seventh District. This is one 
of the most congested districts in the 
city, on Sept. 8 having had 5,610 pupils on 
part time. The pier at the foot of North 
Second Street, Brooklyn, should relieve 
Public School No. 17, in the Thirty-first 
District. This school has 359 pupils on 
part time, and almost all, if not all, of 
these pupils are housed in a rented build- 
ing that is not suitable for school use. 
Should the experiment tried with these two 
piers be successful, it is possible that by 
utilizing other piers used by the city very 
considerable relief may be afforded con- 
gested neighborhoods.” 

When the letter reached the Superin- 
tendent of Buildings of the board yester- 
day morning, he sent Heating Engineer 
McCann to investigate the possibility of 
heating and ventilating the piers men- 


tioned. The Building Committee did not 
meet until 4 o’clock, but the Superintendent, 
Mr. Snyder, felt certain that it would or- 
der the investigation, and sent his man 
right out, to gain time. His report will 
be submitted to the Building Committee, 
and the general report will be sent by it 
to the board at its meeting next Monday. 
The Commissioner of Docks and Ferries, 
McDougall Hawkes, when told of Super- 
intendent Maxwell's suggestion, expressed 
his hearty approval of it. He said that he 
did not think the Board of Education would 
have the least difficulty in obtaining the 
use of the piers during the Winter for 


school purposes. —

The coal strike is in its fifth month, 
and not one step of visible progress 
toward its settlement has been made. 
Arbitration has been refused, and no 
clear course has been pointed out to 
legislation or appeal to the courts. 
Meanwhile the time is at hand when 
the dearth of coal, which has thus far 
been merely an inconvenience, will be- 
come a source of public danger. 

Attention centres upon Gov. SToNne of 
Pennsylvania as a man having power 
which he has not used and responsibility 
which he does not seem to feel. 

The first and imperative need of the 
communities which are the scene of the 
coal strike is the maintenance of public 
order. The protection of property, of 
life, and of the rights of the citizen is 
fundamental in a civilized Government. 
In this is involved the right of men to 
work and earn their living. 

It is in the power of Gov. STONE to 
supply protection and ‘maintain public 
order in the coal regions. It is his duty 
to take measures to that end. 

That is the first step. When that has 
been taken, and it should be taken at 
once, the good faith of the operators, 
who protest that they are willing to 
operate their mines if protection is ac- 
corded, and that a sufficient number of 
men to operate them could be obtained, 
willl be put to the test. 

It is open to Gov. it is ap- 
parently open to no one else, to take the 
first effective measures to end the strike. 
If he does not understand that the con- 
sequences of delaying to take those 
measures will be grave and calamitous 
he is altogether unfit for the office he 
holds.

THE NEW YORK CENTRAL’S PROM- 
ISES. 

Ex-Controller Fircu, in an argument 
before the local board for the Murray 
Hill district, opposing unconditional con- 
currence in the application of the New 
York Central Railroad for the conces- 
sions demanded as conditions precedent 
to the installation of electric traction in 
the Park Avenue tunnel, expressed pub- 
lic opinion very accurately when he said: 
“If we can tie them down in these things 
they so glibly promise we shall find that 
they will keep their promises better.” 

This is not an enviable reputation for 
the Directors of a great corporation inti- 
mately identified with our most impor- 
tant municipal interests. It is, however, 
@ reputation which has been fairly 
earned through many years of industri- 
ous devotion to the idea that its purposes 
were best served by making the public 
convenience subservient to the views of 
& non-progressive and obstinate Board 
of Directors who have kept about twen- 
ty-five years behind their technical staff 
in everything pertaining to modern rail- 
road management, Promises have been 
reluctantly given when no other course 
Was open to the Directors, but it has 
been observed that the promises have 
had “a string” attached to them, and 
that the manner in which they were 
kept depended very much less upon what 
they were understood to mean by the au- 
thorities and the public than upon the in- 
terpretation which the management saw 
fit to give them in the light of subse- 
quent consideration. The complaisance 
of his Honor Mayor Low, when new in 
office, in accepting as full and complete 
the assurances made him in the collect- 
ive letter of the Directors of the New 
York Central Railroad relative to impor- 
tant proposed reforms in the equipment 
and management of their New York ter- 
minal was not shared by the public. Like 
most of the documents emanating from 
the board room of the Grand Central 
Station, it was worded to permit of such 
interpretation as the reader might please 
to give it, and while conveying the idea 
that time was an essential element in 
their engagement, a fair reading revealed 
the fact that in the minds of the writers 
time and eternity, if not exactly synony- 
mous, were as nearly so as it might suit 
their purposes to consider them. 

The same element of uncertainty is 
found in the Directors’ promises in con- 
nection with their application for the 
important concessions they now demand 
from the city in the matter of street clos- 
ings, &c. Granting that the concessions 
in question are necessary, to carry out 
the Directors’ plans as announced, the 
element of doubt remains as to whether, 
having secured the concessions, what the 
Directors do thereafter will be what the 
public has reason to expect or something 
which the gentlemen of the board room 
consider “ equally as good "’ and more to 
their own interest. Mr. Fitcu is right. 


The New York Central, in everything 
which pertains to its relations to the City 
of New York, needs to be “ tied down”’ 
to very specific contracts. This railroad 
regards itself as so far superior to any 
public obligation that in negotiations 
with it it is not safe to take anything for 
granted. The railroad should have what 
it needs—but so should the City of New 
York; and in the light of experience the 
railroad is likely to get the big end of 
any deal it makes with the municipality. 


THE CRIME OF ACQUIESCENCE. 


A correspondent who advocates co- 
operative mining as a solution for the 
differences between operators and min- 
ers in the anthracite region states an 
undisputed proposition with what would 
seem to be unnecessary vehemence. He 
Says: “‘There are capable, God-fearing 
men among the Pennsylvania miners. 
They are not the scum of the earth.” 
Granted. It is not to be assumed that 
men of the cluss described approve the 
specific acts of violence and oppression 
which occur in the coal region; but it 
must be assumed that they regard them 
as means to an end and are prepared to 
profit by any advantage the union may 
gain therefrom. By retaining this at- 
titude they become particeps criminis— 
accessories after the fact, to use the lan- 
guage of the law. A union miner writ- 
ing to The Hazleton Sentinel says: 

I have been a union man, but am dis- 
gusted with the lack of control our leader, 
JOHN MITCHELL, has over some of our 
men. If he would put them out of the 
union, and have the other union men shun 
them, there would not be so many mur- 
ders and lawless acts as are now permitted 
and laughed at. I know, for I am among 
the men, and know that the more vicious 
ones rejoice whenever a man is held up 
and beaten or injured. 

Probably the man who expresses these 
views is not alone in holding them. 
Why do they remain acquiescent? Pres- 
ident MITCHELL is guilty of the crime of 
acquiescence. His advice to the miners 
to keep within the law in no degree ex- 
empts him from responsibility. Bishop 
TALBOT, in his outspoken letter on the 
situation, says: 

One of the saddest thoughts in connec- 
tion with this whole matter is the absence 
of real leadership over the miners’ organ- 
ization. The qualities of real, masterful 
leadership have been singularly lacking, 
otherwise the individual miner, who de- 
serves and has our full sympathy, would 
never have been placed in an attitude where 
the support of an intelligent public sentl- 
ment, as voiced by the press and pulpit, 
could not be given him. He has been woe- 
fully duped and unwittingly sacrificed to 
the overweening and selfish ambitions of 
his imaginary friends, 

If MITCHELL really desires to hold in 
restraint the lawless element of the 
union, he has shown his incapacity to do 
so, and in retaining nominal direction 
of a movement which has passed beyond 
his control and which is creating a con- 
dition of intolerable anarchy in Penn- 
sylvania, he is guilty of a crime beyond 
condonation. (While the alternative is 
offered the people of Pennsylvania of 
choosing between a reign of terror and 
martial law, he occupies himself in the 
preparation of an ex-parte statement in 
answer to that of President Barr, and 
encouraging his following to maintain a 
struggle at once useless and hopeless, 
for no better reason than that he does 
not know how to give up without sur- 
rendering all that he has elected to stand 
for. Argument and disputation count 
for very little when such conditions exist 
as those which he was potent to create 
but is powerless to control. of 

In the existing situation we are con- 
fronted by the momentous fact that in 
the heart of the Commonwealth of Penn- 
sylvania thousands of men are deprived 
of their liberty and denied the rights of 
free men by the arbitrary and irre- 
sponsible power of mob rule. Gov. 
Stone, who has been playing politics 
since the trouble began, is properly 
chargeable with the crime of acquies- 
cence. His fear of offending the labor 
vote has made him timid and tentative 
in the recognition of his responsibilities 
and reluctant to do his obvious and im- 
perative duty. If he can not and will 
not maintain a republican form of gov- 
ernment in the State of which he is 
Chief Magistrate, either he is not Gov- 
ernor in fact or he is unfit for the posi- 
tion and should surrender it to a braver, 
more conscientious, and more independ- 
ent ‘Executive. He cannot evade or 
escape responsibility for the conditions 
which exist in the anthracite region. 
Widows and orphans of slain non-ugpion 
workmen may justly charge him with 
blood guiltiness; every ruin which marks 
the visit of the midnight incendiary and 
dynamiter is a monument to his official 
dereliction; every man who wants to 
work for the support of his family or in 
obedience to the dictates of his own in- 
terests or preferences, and puts Ris life 
in jeopardy by so doing, may say to Gov. 
Stone: “‘ My timidity is born of the in- 
stinct of self-preservation; yours is the 
outgrowth of a selfish lust of political 
advantage which must defeat itself, 
since it brings you the distrust and con- 
tempt of every citizen whose approval 
would be of benefit to you.” 


BRITISH POLITICS. 


There is a marked contrast between 
the manner of regarding British politics 
now prevailing in this country and that 
of even ten years ago. Our interest is 
much greater and more intelligent. We 
have become less suspicious and less 
jealous. We have learned that in the one 
country where public opinion has as 
much influence on the policy of the Gov- 
ernment as it has in our own the Tories 
are not always wrong and the Liberals 
are not always right. Especially we have 
learned that understanding of the United 
States and desire to work in. harmony 
with us are not confined to the class that 
was with us in our great civil war, and 
that the pressure of outside Powers, with 


their various ambitions and interests, is 
developing something like essentfal soli- 
darity between the two branches of the 
English-speaking race, based on a com- 
mon heritage of ideas and purposes. Just 
at present the politics of the British Na- 
tion offers no very exciting phase, but 
is nevertheless worth our attention, 

The close of the South African war, 
the retirement of Lord SaALispury, the 
renewal of troubles in Ireland, the confu- 
sion attending the changes in the com- 
mercial world in which the United States 
has borne so large a part, all these have 
encouraged the Opposition to expect a 
possible return to power, and the leaders 
are working vigorously to bring it about, 
setting as their aim a dissolution of Par- 
liament next year. Their chief hope lies 
in the discontent aroused by the Educa- 
tion bill. But in addition they are mak- 
ing all they can of the scandals in con- 
nection with the prosecution of the war, 
of the heavy burden of taxation, of the 
degree of commercial depression which 
exists, and, to a remarkable extent, of 
the complexities of the foreign situation. 
That they have reason for some encour- 
agement is plain from the results of the 
by-elections that have taken place. It 
would be rash to predict that they will 
not succeed, but it is worth noting that 
if they do there is no indication that 
their policy would differ in any radical 
respect from that of the present Govern- 
ment. Indeed, practically all that Lord 
ROSEBERY, the most popular of the Oppo- 
sition leaders, seems to be able to prom- 
ise is greater “ efficiency,” that is, that 
his party will do somewhat better about 
the same things that the Government is 
now trying to do. It is quite possible 
that the voters will desire a change of 
that sort, but it does not appear highly 
probable. Should it come about Ameri- 
cans can regard it with a good deal of 
complacency, for it would not involve 
any modification of the excellent rela- 
tions existing between the twe countries. 
Nor is there any likelihood that the in- 
ternal policy of the British Government 
would be changed in a manner that 
would affect our interests. The notion 
that a new Government would resort to 
a change in the free trade principle that 
has so long prevailed in Great Britain is 
illusory. 


THE SCOTCH ANTARCTIC EXPEDI- 
TION, 


Undeterred by recent disappointments 
in arctic exploration, and by the well-es- 
tablished fact that nothing very im- 
portant is likely to be found in the 
frozen zones, the Scottish National ant- 
arctic expedition, under the leadership of 
Mr, WILLIAM 8S. Bruce, will be ready to 
sail early in October. It is intended to 
explore a field lying between those now 
under investigation by the Swedish and 
German expeditions, and will push as far 
south as is deemed possible without in- 
curring the risk of having their ship per- 
manently frozen in. Its principal objects 
are to specialize in oceanography and 
meteorology, with incidental zoologital 
research, It will carry 6,000 fathoms of 
sounding line, and an effort will be made 
to take soundings where Ross reported 
“no bottom.” It will also carry on drums 
four miles of piano wire for use as strings 
to aeroplanes which will raise recording 
instruments into the higher regions of 
the atmosphere. : 

The ‘Scotia, which carries the expedi- 
tion, is a stout bark-rigged auxiliary 
screw steamer, made strong enough to 
stand a good deal of squeezing from ice. 
The technical staff is well selected, and 
includes many men of eminent qualifica- 
tions for exact research. The geograph- 
ical discoveries likely to be made do not 
promise to be of great importance, but 
if no serious mishap is encountered, it 
is to be expected that much scientific 
interest will attach to the results of the 
expedition. One may wish the Scotch 
explorers all success without implying 
even a shadow of regret that he is not 
going with them. Lieut. Prary’s sum- 
mary of the ultimate results of polar 
exploration as “Ice; nothing but ice,” is 
epigrammatic and accurate, 


EMILE ZOLA. 


The impression made by the reputation 
of M. ZoLa on the English-speaking peo- 
ple was unquestionably unfavorable. We 
say by the reputation, because his works 
were not read nearly as widely as they 
were talked of in this country. The most 
of them, save for the satisfaction and 
the stimulus they offered to a not 
very wholesome curiosity, were not 
interesting, and the English-speaking 
reader who had mastered more than 
one or two of them was rather rare. 
So far as justice to a very gifted writer 
is concerned, this is unfortunate, for his 
books were, on the whole, even from the 
narrow point of view of the conventions 
of our people, better than their reputa- 
tion. There was a good deal in them 
about things we are not in the habit of 
discussing in public, but these things 
were not presented with any intention of 
evil, rather with a pronounced and often 
with a pretty tedious moral notion. The 
actual influence of his writings on those 
who succeeded in reading them was prob- 
ably not mischievous. Their purpose cer- 
tainly was not to work mischief. 

ZoLA believed himself to be not only a 
moralist, but a very high-toned and ef- 
fectual moralist. His ambition was to 
leave behind him a complete picture 
of various phases of the life of the 
French, and, indeed, of the life of the 
race, which, to his essentially Gallic 
mind, was much the same thing. But 
this became, in his later years especially, 
a subordinate ambition. ‘Ultimately he 
sought not only to describe but to guide 
his people. It was not merely a “ comé- 
die humaine” that he aimed to present; 
it was drama with a moral as distinct 
and nearly as tiresome as that of mediae- 
val plays invented by the priesthood for 
the edification of the masses. It is to be 
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confessed by his most ardent admirers. 
that as this aim developed and was pur- 
sued with more concentrated energy, his 
work lost sdéme of its original attractive- 
ness. It lost also much of the charm of 
audacity which at first it possessed, 
partly because he was not so naively au- 
dacious and partly because his audacity 
was no longer novel. It is a little diffi- 
cult now to realize how strong was the 
impression he made twenty years ago, 
and it does not seem that his change cf 
manner, his evolution, if you choose, 
won for him in new fields what he lost 
in the old. To the last he was a com- 
batant, but the contest lacked sharpness 
and zest as its objects became more de- 
fined, and, perhaps, more worthy. 

Of Zoia the man what the world knows 
is creditable and much of it is fine. He 
was indomitable in resolution and in in- 
dustry. He was patient and manly under 
the sore burden of extreme poverty and 
modest in prosperity. He was faithful as 
a friend and honorable as an opponent. 
He had great courage, and his part in 
the Dreyfus affair will be remembered to 
his praise wherever it is understood. in- 
deed, it may be said that it was by this 
that he made upon his countrymen the 
impression that is now the strongest and 
that is likely to be the most lasting. His 
attitude was not merely brave; it was 
defiant, bitter, indignant with the noblest 
indignation, that which the essentially 
unworthy arouses. He did not so much 
defend Dreyrus as he arraigned and con- 
demned the majority of his countrymen. 
Against the ignorance, the prejudice, the 
meanness, and the cruelty exposed in 
the history of the “Case,” he offered 
protest, scorn, and hatred. He was as 
relentless, as savage, for the right as 
were the conspirators themselves for the 
wrong. Certainly he was logical and 
clear and effective. He had not spent a 
lifetime in the marshaling of facts in 
vain. But it seemed as if here at last 
his profoundest capacity for emotion was 
employed. His stinging “I accuse” 
pierced the armor of conceit and selfish- 
ness and hideous deceit and awoke a 
sentiment in the heart of the thinking 
part of the French Nation that will make 
his fame for the next generation at least 
secure. Beyond that, who shall say? Not 
the critic who thinks in another tongue, 
not the observer who sees not and can- 
not see what. the writer saw and faith- 
fully tried to express. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—RIn bringing about and permitting to 
continue for several days a savage and 
more or less sanguinary fight between two 
of the bears in their charge, the officials 
connected in various capacities with the 
menagerie in Central Park have invited a 
kind and amount of criticlsm which it 
would have been the part of wisdom for 
them to avoid. That the struggle between 
the two animals makes for the average 
man a spectacle considerably more interest- 
ing than horrible could not safely be de- 
nied, and, possibly enough, the bears them- 
selves get more pleasure than pain out of 
it. So we are not going to indulge in any 
very passionate denunciations of those re- 
sponsible for the episode. Having had no 
opportunity ourselves to see the fight, we 
cannot be quite sure that such indignation 
over it as we now feel is anything more 
than a mere permutation of unconfessed 
envy for those who have had that barbar- 
ous joy. But though, for these and other 
reasons, we refrain from manifestations of 
extreme horror, still we think that the 
menagerie people made a mistake in put- 
ting together beasts certain to quarrel, and 
that they are making a greater mistake in 
letting the quarrel go on so long in the 
presence of gaping crowds. Humanity has 
not yet conquered its immemorial liking to 
watch a fight, but it is admitted, with an 
approach to unanimity which is close 
enough for many practical purposes, that 
the gratification thus obtained is repre- 
hensible and demoralizing, and it is the 
recognized duty of officials of every kind 
to prevent as many fights as they can, 
whether between nations, men, or animals. 
This duty seems to have been ignored in 
a decidedly glaring manner by the me- 
nagerie keepers and those in command of 
them, and they will have no right to com- 
plain if they find themselves charged with 
brutality or worse, not only by the profes- 
sional zoophilists, but by the much larger 
number of folks who have better objec- 
tions to bear-baiting and similar ‘“‘ sports”’ 
than the fact that they please the common 
crowd. Whether the men who make a liv- 
ing through the perpetuation of menageries 
know it or not, there has appeared of late, 
and is steadily growing, a belief that there 
is an undue amount of cruelty in these ani- 
mal prisons, even when they are managed 
as carefully and kindly as possible, and it 
wouldn't take many incidents like this one 
so to increase that feeling as to lead to the 
speedy abolition of all such institut‘ons in 
every country pretending to be civilized. 

—A journalistic change of real impor- 
tance is that by which Mr. EpwarRp Payson 
CaLL, for some years past publisher of 
The Evening Post, becomes the associate 
of Mr. Henry L. STopparp in the owner- 
ship of The Mail and Express. Mr. CaLu 
is not only a newspaper man of long ex- 
perience and recognized ability, but in 
devotion to the highest standards of his 
profession he is equally eminent, and the 


paper in the definition and execution of. 


whose policies his voice is influential can 
confidently be expected to seek prosperity 
and favor only by the best of means. As 
the President of the New York City News- 
paper Publishers’ Association, Mr. Cau has 
always been the vigilant advocate of that 
higher journalism which, while not ignor- 
ing profit, puts the public interest before 
it, and can be courageous without being 
sensational. The Mail and Express is to 
be congratulated sincerely upon this latest 
addition to its executive staff, and we, with 
the other New York newspapers, upon the 
new certainty that in the future as in the 
past it will be a neighbor to be proud of, 


——As Dr. Dory said, in commenting upon 
the condition in which he found the crew of 
the British bark Kentmere, “you can't 
always believe everything a sailor tells 
you.” Sailors, Mke every other class of 
men concerning whom we have any knowl- 
edge, are prone to exaggeration in telling 
the tale of their own wrongs, and of course 
both sides of the Kentmere story must be 
heard before one reaches a conclusion as to 
where the blame for the sufferings of her 
men should be placed. But in the case of 
stories like this one, even one side estab- 
lishes a very strong presumption against 
the Captain of the vessel, or her owners, or 
both. Scurvy is an absolutely and easily 
preventable disease, and the fact that seven 
of the Kentmere’s crew are suffering from 
its advanced stages is almost enough in 
itself to prove that the men are the victims 
either of gross incompetence or of criminal 
penuriousness, There may, of course, be 
mitigating circumstances, though they are 


not easy to imagine, and there may even 
be exculpating circumstances, though what 
they can be we are not prepared to say. 
Once the scourge of the seas, and the in- 
evitable effect of every long voyage, scurvy 
has of late years, thanks to the universal 
understanding ofits cause, and the almost 
universal adoption of the simple means to 
prevent it, practically disappeared. Only 
at far-spaced intervals does a ship come 
into port with men on board suffering 
from its hideous and painful ravages, and 
when this does happen, there is always at 
least the beginning of a stern investigation. 
Sometimes the investigation ends before it 
causes serious trouble for anybody, but 
that is only because public attention can- 
not be long fixed upon a single point, es- 
pecially when the point is one of so little 
general interest as the grievance of some 
nameless and more or less inarticulate 
sailors. Vigorous action, however, ought 
to be taken in every such instance, and it 
is to be hoped that the whole tale of the 
Kentmere’s voyage will be told before its 
first chapter is forgotten, for otherwise 
it is not likely to be told at all. 


—No trace of dissatisfaction with his 
position, or of fear that he will not be prop- 
erly supported in his work, appears in the 
August report of Dr. CHARLES FINLAY, the 
new Chief Sanitary Officer of Havana, He 
tells of much intelligent and effective work 
done by his staff, and though he recognizes 
that the task before him is one of enormous 
proportions, with difficulties not to be over- 
come for years, he seems to be satisfied 
with the progress he is making, and con- 
fesses to no apprehensions that the reforms 
instituted by the American army of occy- 
pation and continued by our Provisional 
Government will be allowed to lapse. The 
death rate of, Havana for the trying month 
of August was 22.81 per 1,000, the smallest 
since April, and there was decreased mor-' 
tality, Dr, FInLay says, “in almost every 
group of diseases which are amenable to 
sanitary improvements."’ The most impor- 
tant and interesting passage in the report 
is that with which it concludes. It runs as 
follows: “Havana and, so far as we have 
been able to ascertain, the rest of the isl- 
and, have continued free from yellow fever 
and from smallpox, though a fatal ase of 
the former disease came on the steamship 
Vigilancia from Vera Cruz on the 4th of 
August and died at Las Animas Hospital 
on the 7th. The success which has so far 
attended our efforts to prevent the propa- 
gation of the disease during the conveyance 
ef patients from vessels in the harbor or 
from the immigration camp at Triscornia

PRESIDENT CHEERFUL, 
CONDITION SATISFACTORY 


State of Wound Gives No Occasion 
for Alarm. 


Gov. Crane, Who Was with Mr. Roose- 
velt When the Accident Occurred 
in Massachusetts, Sees Him. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 29.—After the 
President’s physician had dressed his 
wourd this morning the following state- 
ment was prepared and issued by Secre- 
tary Cortelyou: 

“The condition of the wound is satis- 
factory. The temperature this morning 
is normal. The patient slept well, and at 
present is occupying a rolling chair. He 
is cheerful, and from the beginning has 
shown neither impatience nor restlessness, 
but has carried out the directions of the 
physicians with scrupulous care. Since the 
use of the asperating needle to evacuate 
the sac on the 22d inst., which left no 
wound, there has been no operation until

Surgeon Gen. Rixey of the Navy, Surgeon 
Gen. O'Reilly of the Army, Dr. Shaffer, 
the bone specialist from New York, and Dr. 
Lung were present when the wound was 
dressed. They were at the temporary 
White House on Jackson Place about three- 
quarters of an hour. The slight rise in the 
temperature, noted yesterday before the 
second operation, had disappeared this 
mdrning, and this was considered especial- 
ly favorable by the physicians. 

The physicians insist to-day that the con- 
dition of the President’s wound gives no 
occasion for alarm. The President him- 
self continues cheerful, and seemingly re- 
gards the wound as a trivial matter. The 
fact that a second operation was necessary 


evidently caused considerable apprehension 
in the public mind, as the number of callers 
who stopped at the temporary White House 
was larger than on any previous day since 
the President returned to Washington. A 
number of telegrams also were received. 
To all reassuring replies were sent. 

Among the callers to-day were Gov. 
Crane of Massachusetts, Secretary Root, 
Postmaster General Payne, Representatives 
Dalzell of Pennsylvania and Lessler of New 
York, Superintendent of Census Merriam, 
and Commissioner of the General Land 
Office Hermann. 

Only Gov. Crane and the two members 
of the Cabinet were admitted to the Presi- 
dent’s bedroom. Goy. Crane was with the 
President when the accident occurred at 
Pittsfield. His visit was a personal one, 
so it wag said at the White House, and 
without political significance. 

The President passed an uneventful day, 
remaining most of the time in his wheel 
chair, by means of which he was able to be 
moved to various parts of the room. To- 
night he is reported to be progressing satis- 
factorily. There were no visitors during 
the afternoon or evening, except Dr. Lung, 
the regular White House praween, who 
made his usual evening call. 

Dr. Newton M. Shaffer, the New York 
bone specialist, who came down yesterday 
at the President’s request and joined the 
other physicians in their consultation prior 
to the operation, returned to New York this 
afternoon. No arrangements were made 
for another visit from the doctor. 


MRS, ROOSEVELT’S OUTING.

Sumner, in reporting the departure of the 
second Maciu expedition to Gen, Chaffee, 
telegraphs that he hopes the strength of 
Capt, Pershing’s column will show the 
Maciu Sultans the folly of further opposi- 
tion. Gen. Sumner sent the Sultans a let- 
ter by Capt. Pershing, warning them 


against shooting Americans and advising 
them to be friendly. The General also di- 
rected Capt. Pershing not to attack the 
natives or destroy property unless the Sul- 
tans insist on being hostile. 

Gen. Sumner says there is no general up- 
rising and it is not likely that there will be 
one. 

The Sultan of Marapin, whom Gen. Sum- 
ner describes as the most intelligent Moro 
leader he knows, visited Camp Vicars Sat- 
urday, promised to remain peaceful, and 
volunteered to visit the Moros north of the 
lake and tell them of the futility of fight- 
ing against so many men and guns.

LABOR QUESTION IN HAWAIi.

MANAGERS OF HOME IN DISPUTE 


Board Reorganized in Absence of Presi- 
dent and Courts May Be Invoked 
to Settle the Matter.

BALTIMORE, Sept. 29.—The courts map 
be invoked to settle a bitter dispute among 
the managers of the Home for Confederate 
Widows and Mothers in this city. They are 
all women prominent in charities and so- 
ciety. Mrs. John K. Cowen, wife of the ex- 
President of the Baltimore and Ohio Rail- 
road, founded the home, and she now 
claims to have been badly treated by the

It was 
claimed that Mrs. Cowen’s tenure of office 
had expired by limitation. Mrs, Cowen 
has returned and instructed the Treasurer 
not to turn the books over to the new 
board. She declares herself still President 
of the only legally constituted board. 


PARK BEAR FIGHTS STOPPED. 
President Haines of the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 


Orders Brutes Separated. 


Decisive action was taken yesterday aft- 
ernoon by President John P. Haines of the 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals to prevent further fighting be- 
tween Garibaldi and Rocky, the Central 
Park menagerie bears whose savage battle 
for supremacy in the bear pit has caused 
considerable comment, and the bears have 
been separated at last. In all three en- 
counters have taken place, and Mr. Haines 
says that as no action was taken by the 
authorities of the menagerie or the police 
to stop the fighting, he took it upon him- 
self to interfere. 

After witnessing a short engagement be- 
tween the foes yesterday afternoon he 
went to the office of Director Smith and 
ordered him to separate the brutes. Mr. 
Smith tried to argue the matter with him, 
Mr. Haines says, but he told him that the 


animals must be separated at once, and 
they were. Garibaldi, the cinnamon, was 
taken out of the bear pit by six keepers 
and put into the wooden cage in which he 
was first confined. There is a chance .of 
his escaping from there and doing damuge. 

Mr. Haines last night referred to the 
putting of a cinnamon and a grizzly bear 
together in the same cage ms ‘“‘an error 
pe BE cane that was almost unpardoen- 
able.”’ 

“Every man who is employed by or di- 
rects the management of a menagerie 
should know that the cinnamon and grizzly 
bears are natural enemies, and that they 
will always fight." 


HAMILTON COLLEGE MAY CLOSE. 


Outbreak of Scarlet Fever Among the 
Students. 
Special to The New York Times. 
UTICA, N. Y., Sept. 29.—An outbreak of 
scarlet fever among the students may re- 
sult in the closing of Hamilton College at 
Clinton. Burton Loomis of Chittenango 
Falls, a freshman, died at Emerson Hall 
this morning, and twelve other students are 


dangerously ill. More cases will probably 
develop, as about one-half the students 
have been exposed. 

The disease originated in a boarding 
house where students took their meals. 
When the college was reopened the house 
was quarantined, and students were direct- 
ed not to go there until President Stryker 
notified them. It was supposed that there 
was no danger of the disease, and students 
were allowed to go to the boarding house 
last week. Scarlet fever at once developed 
among the students. One of President 
Stryker's sons has been stricken. 





MAGISTRATES ANSWER MAYOR. 


Further Correspondence Grows_Out of 
East Side Riot Investigation. 


A meeting of the Board of City Magis- 
trates was held in the West Side Police 
Court last night to,consider a letter draft- 
ed by Magistrate Deuel in answer to the 
letter of Mayor Low, regarding the report 


made by the committee which investigated 
the riots at the time of the funeral of 
Rabbi Joseph. 

This was the second letter to the Mayor 
in answer to what he had to say about the 
Magistrates. The previous reply was sent 
before the Magistrates had the opportunity 
to examine the records quoted against 
them, Magistrate Deuel’s letter was in- 
dorsed by the board and mailed to the 
Mayor. No one of the Magistrates would 
tell or intimate the contents of the letter 
last night, saying that it would be a dis- 
courtesy to the Mayor. 


ARMY JEWS AND HOLY DAYS, 


Officers to Grant Furloughs to Men for 
Their Observance. 


The Rev. Dr. H. Pereira Mendes, Presi- 
dent of the Union Orthodox Congregations 
of the ‘United States and Canada, recently 
wrote to the War Department, asking that 
arrangements be made whereby Jewish 
soldiers would be afforded opportunity to 
observe the approaching holy days, Oct. 2, 
3, and 11. . 

The Assistant Adjutant General has writ- 
ten in reply that if the soldiers of the Jew- 
ish faith make application to their respect- 
‘ye commanding officers for a pass or a 
furlough to cover each of the days indi- 
cated, they can, no doubt, all be accommo- 
dated. 


Religious Observance by Jews. 
The Rev. Gustav Gottheil, as Chairman 
of the special committee of the local Board 
of Jewish Ministers, has issued a letter 


appealing to the Jews of New York to 
zealously observe Rosh Ha-Shonah and 
Yom Kippur. The letter says that’ there 
has been a tendency to laxity in recent 
years in the observance of the hjgh holi- 
days, and urges that there be a general 
suspension of business at those times. -

FROM ASPHYXTATION 


Famous Novelist’s Death Sup- 
posedly Accidental. 








Caused, It Is Thought, by a 
Defective Stove—Mme. Zola 
in a Serious ‘Condition, 
but Her Recovery 


is Hoped For. 





PARIS, Sept. 29.—Emile Zola, the novel- 
ist, was found dead in his Paris house this 
morning from asphyxiation. 

M. Zola and his wife retired at 10 o’clock 
last night. Mme. Zola was gravely ill when 
the room was broken into this morning. At 
about noon she was removed to a private 
hospital, where she recovered consciousness 
for a short time and was able briefly to ex- 
plain to a Magistrate what had happened. 

M. apd Mme. Zola returned to their Paris 
home from their country house, at Médan, 
yesterday. Owing to a sudden spell of cold 
Weather they ordered that the heating stove 
in their bedroom be lighted. The stove 
burned badly, and M. Zola was, it is be- 
lieved, asphyxiated by fumes from the fire. 
The pipes of the stove are said to have been 
out of order. To the Magistrate Mme. Zola 
explained that she awoke early this morn- 
ing with a splitting headache. She awak- 
ened her husband and asked him to open 
a& window. She saw him rise and attempt 
to move toward a window, but he stag- 


gered and fell to the floor unconscious. 
Mme. Zola fainted at the same moment, 
and was, therefore, unable to give the 
alarm. 


It is said that Mme. Zola was informed of 
the death of her husband before she left 
her house for the hospital. She at first re- 
fused to believe the news, and was ter- 
ribly affected. She did not wish to leave 
the house, but the physicians finally per- 
suaded her to allow herself to be removed 
to the hospital. It is believed that she will 
recover. 

The news of the death of M. Zola, which 
only became generally known at a late 
hour this afternoon, has caused a great 
sensation in Paris, and this evening there 
was a constant stream of callers at the 
Zola residence. A large crowd assembled in 
front of the house. Among the callers were 
almost all the literary celebrities of Paris. 

To-night M. Zola’s body lies upon a 
divan in the centre of the spacious draw- 
ing room of his house, under a canopy of 
ancient hangings. The body is covered 
with a sheet, and in the light of electric 
lamps the face of the dead man is a waxy 
color. 

The servants of the Zola household, not 
hearing any movement in thelr master’s 
apartment this morning, entered the bed- 
room at 9:30 o’clock, and found Mme. Zola 
lying on the bed inanimate. M. Zola was 
lying half out of bed, with his head and 
shoulders on the floor and his legs on the 
bed. Doctors were summoned, but they 
failed to restore M. Zola. After prolonged 
efforts they resuscitated Mme. Zola. 

A slight odor of gas was noticed when 
the servants broke into the bedroom. From 
the position of M. Zola’s body it was evi- 
dent that he had tried to rise, but had 
been overcome by the fumes which ap- 

arently escaped from the defective stove. 

he servants immediately opened the bed- 
room windows, and the doctors made the 
utmost efforts to revive the novelist, but 
he had succumbed before they reached 
him. A commissary of police was also 
zummoned. 
_It was reported here in the course of the 
day that there were evidences of suicide 
m the death cf M. Zola. Nothing has so 
far deveioped to substantiate this theory, 
jand the statement made by Mme. Zola to 
the Magistrate seems to disprove it. M. 

Zola dined with a good appetite last even- 
ng. and the servants of the household ate 
w the same dishes. No unusual sound was 
‘ear from the bedroom during the night. 
[wo little dogs belonging to the Zolas 

assed the night in their master’s bedroom. 

hey were alive this morning. It is be- 
deved that they owe their lives to the fact 
that one slept on the bed and the other on 
a chair, thus escaping the heavy gas, which 
settled near the floor. 

A druggist, who 
at the house to 
wife, said: 

“ When I entered the bedroom M. Zola 
Was lying partly on the floor. No especial 
odor likely to cause asphyxiation was dis- 
tinguishable. M. and Mme. Zola did not 
present exclusive symptoms of asphyxia- 
tion. Their faces were contorted and their 
lips bloodless, but not violet colored. I 
think the accident was probably caused by

to the floor, where he was suffocated. Mme. 
Zola was also overcome by the gas, but to 
a less degree than her husband."’ 

The Commissary of Police who was sum- 
moned to the Zola residence said in a first 
report to the Prefect: 

“The heating stove was not lighted, and 
there was no odor of gas. It is benueved 
that M. Zola’s death was due to accidental 
poisoning by drugs.” 

In a second report, however, the commlis- 


sary indorsed the medical opinion that 
M. Zoia’s death was accidental, and due 
to asphyxiation. 

Dr. Ledyrmand, who attended M. and 


Mme. Zola, is quoted as saying in an inter- 
view published this afternoon that 
heating stove was still warm when 
entered the room, 

The Prefect of Paris ordered the City 
Architect to examine the bedroom in which 
M. Zola died, and issued instructions that 
an analysis be made of his blood and of the 
atmosphere of his room. The analysis of 
M. Zola’s blood showed the presence of car- 
bonic acid. Mme. Zola’s blood was also 
analyzed, with the same result. 

M. Zola had been resting from Nterary 
work since he finished his book, “ Vérité,”’ 
which is being published in serial form in 
L'Atvrore.

EMILE ZOLA’S CAREER. 


For several weeks all France has been 
discussing the plot and treatment of 
“ Vérité,”’ Zola’s latest novel, which is 


now appearing in the columns of L’Aurore. 
It was to be published next January in four 
languages besides French—English, Ger- 
man, Italian, and Danish—and negotiations 
were pending for translation into 
Spanish. 

This fact demonstrates more clearly than 
could anything else the position occupied 
in literatue by Emile Zola. He was ad- 
mittedly the first literary man in France, 
and many people whose judgment is worthy 
of respect do not hesitate to give him the 
first place in the literature of the world 
to-day. A new novel by Zola has been for 
many years a literary event of the first 
importance. At the same time the world 
has known of the existence of a school of 
bitter assailants of his style and theories, 
together with the fact that he has been 
repeatedly a candidate for the French 
Academy, and that as often as his name 
nis come up he has been defeated. 

A short, stout, pale, nervous man was 
Zole. Some people imagined him to be a 
sort of burly ruffian, constantly engaged 
in quarrels and full of abuse, a man of 
great strength and stature, of coarse 
tastes, a big eater, a heavy drinker. Cer- 
tainly his achivements in literature seem 
to foster this idea. While expressing some 
of the most sublime ideas, he seemed at 
times to grovel in sensuality. He chose 
wars and fights and struggles for the back- 
grounds of the grand pictures of contem- 
porary life to be found in his works, yet he 
always kept, as a French critic has ex- 
pressed it, “‘ close to the ground.”’ 

Zola painted with a master hand not 
merely genre pictures, but great composi- 
tions. There is nowhere to be found in 
the range of literature a work of fiction 
containing pictures grander, more truth- 
ful, graphic, and impressive than those in 
“The Downfall,”” the great work which 
he produced dealing with the Franco-Prus- 
sian war, and which, from the first page 
to the last, contains color and life and 
human tragedy. Here the novelist took a 
great historical event which has left a 
lasting impression on the peoples of Eu- 
rope, and interwove therein a small love 
story. Not only did he show the Franco- 
Prussian war in its impressiveness as a 
whole, but he presented in this book a 
series of brilliant pen pictures of military 
life, full of detail, while always keeping in 
view the aim of the novelist to chain the 
attention of the reader by the development 
of a story. His hero was a private who 
saw service from Mars-la-Tour to Sedan. 

Zola's preparation for ‘‘The Downfall” 
was characteristic of his system, Collect- 


its 





ing a small company of ex-privates, he 
spent months in taking them from one bat- 
thefield to another. Living’ on the spot with 
the men who had participated in fights 
there, searching lotal histories with amaz- 
ing industry, questioning all witnesses, per- 
sonally inspecting the fields, the farm- 
houses, the country inns, and the provincial 
hotels which figured in the war scenes, he 
amassed an enormous quantity of material 
for future use. 

Like a lawyer propering a great case, 
Zola withdrew himself from the world after 
his accumulation of facts, and then began 
to sort and classify and group. This occy- 
pied months, whether he was working ona 
novel of the Franco-Prussian war as in 
“The Downfall,” or engaged in presenting 
a study of religious zeal as in ‘‘ Lourdes ” 
or ‘*‘ Rome.” 

Next to Zola the novelist, there was Zola 
the champion of right and liberty. He was 
always dramatic. e waited, years if nec- 
essary, until the psychological moment ar- 
rived when some great injustice demanded 
recognition. It was so in the Dreyfus case. 
Zola was familiar with the facts of this 
extraordinary affair long before he sprang 
his sensational letter ‘ J’accuse”’ in the 
columns of L’Aurore. This letter, which 
was the means of bringing about the re- 
vision of the Dreyfus case and the ultimate 
release of the unfortunate prisoner of 
Devil's Isle, was carefully and laboriously 
prepared with the very purpose which it so 
strikingly accomplished. Zola waited until 
Esterhazy had been acquitted. Said Walter 
Littlefield in Munsey’s Magazine: 

‘“ Esterhazy’s ovation throughout Paris 
was tremendous. The next day Piccuart 
was arrested. And the press, which, takin 
its instructions from the General Staff, ha 
recently said that he ‘had sold himself to 
the Jews,’ announced that his testimony at 
the recent court-martial proved that he had 
betrayed the secrets of his office and that 
he himself had forged the petit bleu. 

“A great sigh of relief went up from 
France. The conspiracy to substitute an- 
other man for Dreyfus had failed! Even 
the most enthusiastic of the Dreyfusards 
were stunned by the character of their de- 
feat. The return of tranquillity seemed as- 
sured. It was a delusion, however. On the 
day after Picquart’s arrest a thunderbolt 
fell upon the devoted heads of the members 
of the General Staff. It was the appear- 
ance of Emile Zola's terrible letter ‘ J'ac- 
cuse’ in the columns of L’ Aurore.” 

The subsequent course of the Dreyfus 
case in its general outlines is so familiar as 
not to need recapitulation. It may be said, 
however, that but for Zola, Dreyfus would 
never have been released from Devil's Isle. 
He would ae peng have died there long 
ago if Zola had not seized the psychological 
moment to launch the thunderbolt which he 
had so carefully prepared. The end of the 
Dreyfus case was of course a great triumph 
for Zola. Nothing could more strikingly 
show his power in France than his capac- 
ity, as thus demonstrated, entirely to 
change the course of events, swerve the 
Government from its course, alter public 
opinion throughout the length and breadth 
of the republic, and achieve an act.of long- 
delayed justice which is almost without a 
parallel in history. 

Emile Zola was born in Paris on April 4, 


1840. His father was an Italian engineer, 
employed in France, and his mother a 
Frenchwoman. When Zola was but seven 


years old his father died, leaving numerous 
debts. At the age of twelve the child was 
sent to the college of Aix. He was known 


as a quiet, orderly boy, not particularly 
fond of study, but very fond of history and 
poetry. In 1857 he and his mother returned 


to Paris, where he entered the Lycée Saint 
Louis. He remained there two years, and 
was fond of the study of French literature. 
Without money or prestige (he had even 
failed to get his bachelor’s degree) he then 
faced the problem of making a living. His 
mother returned to friends in the prov- 
inces, and Zola secured a small clerkship 
and went to live in a garret. He under- 
went a period of great poverty and wretch- 
edness, when even a pennyworth of pork 
was regarded by him as a luxury. He 
could not afford a fire in Winter, and he 
drifted into low-class hotels, frequented by 
criminals, a phase of life graphically de- 
scribed by him in “‘ Nana."’ Finally he se- 
cured a clerkship in the publishing house of 
Hachette et Cie. One of the partners asked 
him to write a story, and he turned out 
‘“‘La Soeur des Pauvres.’’ It was consid- 
ered too revolutionary, and was rejected. 

Zola then began writing for newspapers, 
and soon found his work accepted. He left 
Hachette et Cie when Villemassant was 
founding L’Evénement, and was engaged 
as a repoter and literary critic at a salary 
of $100 a month. When Villemassant took 
charge of Le Figaro Zola, who had ac- 
quired a small fame as a critic and writer 
of feuilletons: went with him. They part- 
ed, however, in a few months, and Zola 
became a free lance. His productions, from 
the novelty of their style and the open 
frankness of their language—the first mod- 
ern ‘realism’ in French literature—were 
violently attacked. 

He then began his famous ‘“ Rougon- 
Macquart "’ series in twenty volumes, each 
book forming a complete story, though 
closely connected with the others. The 
first volume appeared in 1871, and for 
twenty years was followed at regular in- 
tervals by the remainder of the series. In 


1894 appeared the first volume of a new 
series, a trilogy entitled ‘‘Les Trois 
Villes.” ‘“‘ Rome” and “ Paris” followed 


in 1896 and 1898. -He then began his new 
series, “* Pécondité.”’ “ Travail ’’ and 
‘* Justice ’’ were the first volumes. “Truth” 
is now appearing, and the fourth volume 
is still unpublished. Some of the char- 
acters in this new series were, however, 
carried over from previous series, There 
is thus a slight continuation, though the 
basic plan of the new works is different. 

Zola became wealthy through his literary 
labors. He was regarded as independently 
rich years ago, although he was a slow 
writer. and produced his works at long in- 
tervals. Yet his popularity as a writer was 
so great thet publishers bid eagerly 
against each other for the right to issue 
them, offering sums which to many lit- 
erary men seemed fabulous. 


PROFOUND REGRET IN 


ITALY. 


LONDON TiImMEes—NEW YORK TIMES

LONDON, Sept. 30.—The death of M. 
Zola, says the Rome correspondent of 
The Times, has caused profound regret 
throughout Italy. 

The novelist had long commanded a 
wide public in Italy. His works were 
usually published in the form of feuille- 
tons in the Tribuna, simultaneously with 
their appearance in Paris. 


PARIS PAPERS NOT ALL CORDIAL. 


PARIS, Sept. 30.—The newspapers this 
morning devote the greater portion of their 
space to the death of M. Zola. 

Estimates of the dead novelist generally 
follow party lines, even in the judgment 
of his literary work, although most of the 
newspaper agree that he was one of the 
glories of French literature. 

The Figaro says: ** With Zola disappears 
the last of our great writers of yesterday. 
Who will replace them?”’ 

The Gaulois says: “ Zola dies without 
having had time to recognize and regret 
the wrong he did France.” 

The Libre Parole says: ‘“ The insulter 
of our flag dies at the hour when the anti- 
patriotic campaign, to which he brought his 
criminal suppost, begins to bear its fruit 


of ruin and shame.” 
The first page of the Aurore appears in 
mourning. This paper says that history 


will certainly glorify M. Zola as the great 
artisan of the revision of the Dreyfus trial. 
It adds: “‘ Zola is dead! Long live Zola! ”’ 
The Temps says French letters have suf- 
fered a loss which will be keenly felt. 





Rosenthal, the Chess Master, Dead. 

M. Rosenthal, the celebrated chess mas- 
ter, died in Paris at the age of sixty years 
last week. He was a Russian Pole by 


birth, and took refuge in Paris after the 
political events in Poland in 1864. _ Pro- 
scribed and without means other than a 
small subvention, he took to chess, having 
up to then hardly known more than the 
march of the pieces. In barely twelve 
months, however, he became so proficient 
in the game that he won the Yrst prize in 
a tournament at the Café de’la Regence, 
and won several matches against leading 
amateurs, including James Mortimer. 

Rosenthal was no match or tournament 
player. A morbid sensitiveness militated 
against him in the public contests, Unim- 
portant games he played brilliantly, but on 
occasion also serious games. In the Lon- 
don tournament in 1883 Rosenthal gained 
the brilliancy prize for one of his games 
with Steinitz. 

Rosenthal played a memorable matth 
with Zukertort at the St. George’s Club, 
London, in 1880. He lost the match, but 
after a good fight, winning one and draw- 
ing eleven games. He established the 
Cercle des Echecs, and remained the popu- 
lar professor of that society in Paris, count- 
ing among his pupils aristocratic and com- 
mercia! notabilities, his exhibitions of blind- 
fold play being a feature at soirees in the 
club. 

M. Rosenthal was a frequent contributor 
to La Strategie. La Revue des Jeux et des 
Arts, La Vie Moderne, and other publica- 
tions. He published a book on the Paris 
tournament in 1900.

A Pleasant Debut at the Manhat- 
tan in a Maidenly Romance 
of Red Blood. 








Miss Beulah Marie Dix Is a Coming 
Playwright, but She Has Yet 
to Arrive. 





It was a very feeling and graceful bow 
that Miss Minnie Dupree made last night 
at the Manhattan Theatre*before an audi- 
ence that had gathered to witness her début 
as a star. Those who have watched her 
progress through the secondary roles that 
have fallen to her lot were not surprised to 
find her pretty and winning, with a touch 
of rare and very individual sincerity in 
passages of emotion; but the test of stand- 
ing in the centre of the show an entire 
evening is a severe one, and one that 
overtaxes any but those that have the real 
mettle of an actor. Miss Dupree, while 
not an actress of the highest power, was in 
the main thoroughly equal to the occasion. 

The essence of her part was a feminine 
caprice that, through many gusts and ed- 
dies and cross winds of fancy, was at bot- 
tom the expression of a genuine heart. 
Miss Dupree succeeded in being spirited 


and coquettish without lacking reserve, in 
being changeable without appearing shal- 
~~) in being earnest without losing a sense 
of fun. 

In only one passage was she distinctly at 
a loss, and then it is probable that the 
deficiency rested as much with the author 
as with the actress. In the second act her 
two lovers fight a rapier duel, and she 
stands by in evident appreciation of the 
combat, having promised to give her lips 
to the victor. The situation, if true to life 
at all, is true to only the fiercest and most 
elementary feelings of the woman's heart. 
Miss Dupree’s treatment of the scene lacked 
concentrated passion—the fundamental ani- 
mality that alone would render it natural. 
A more vigorous actress might have risen 
to the occasion; but if she had done so it 
is very likely that she would have been out 
of the key of the part as a whole. 

““A Rose of Plymouth Town” did not, in 
fact, prove to be quite as even and plausi- 
ble as Miss Dupree’s acting. Miss @eulah 
Marie Dix has proved herself capable of 
writing stories of the seventeenth century 
that are for thé most part pleasant, sin- 
cere, and achaelogically accurate; and 
Miss Evelyn Greenleaf Sutherland has a 
talent for theatrical effects. Those who 
have faith in collaboration no doubt ex- 
pected to find that the play combined the 
virtues of both authors. In point of fact, 
it proved to be a novel wrenched into 
theatric form. On the one hand, far too 
great reliance was placed on the efficacy 
of mere words; and on the other hand the 
stagecraft was lacking in precision and 
firmness. 

The freshest and the most enjoyable part 
of the evening's entertainment was a num- 
ber of character sketches. Miss Dix knows 
her Pilgrims well, and she was happily 1n- 
spired in representing the more human side 
of their character. Her Miles Standish is 
humorous, racy, and virile; and, as acted by 
altogether a 


Mr. Augustus Cook, he is 
pleasant person to meet on the stage. 
Miles’s aunt, Resolute Strong, is a full- 


blooded and whimsical old body, who gives 
many an amusing turn to the course of the 
dialogue, and as embodied by Mrs. Sol 
Smith has a delightful dash of the Eliza- 
bethan old woman. Miss: Dupree’s part, in 
particular, is varied and vivacious. 

It is in portraying young men that Miss 
Dix’s hand is least firm. There is much 
taik of red blood and adventure, but both 
the characters and the adventures they 
achieve somehow come tardily off in the 
action. In a word, the play oscillates be- 
tween genre studies and theatrical crises— 
a dramatization of popcorn and pussy wil- 
lows, variegated by sword fights and red- 
skins. 

The failure is due in large part, no doubt, 
to the flimsiness of M‘ss Sutherland's 
theatric art. Time and ag«in effects were 
lost through a lack of sincere craftsman- 
ship. To those who_remember “ Joan of 
the Shoals,” which Miss Henrietta Cros- 
man presented last year, the facile false- 
hood of her theatrical moments needs no 
description. 

To take the first of many instances, the 
stage situation in the first act resulted 
from the fact that the hero—a fugitive— 
was in hiding behind an oak settle while 
Standish and his family were at dinner. It 
was a sort of screen scene, in which Lady 
Teazle was in full view. The comic possi- 
bilities of the situation were cleverly used, 
and Miss Dupree in particular, as she en- 
deavored to conceal the young man, was 
so winning in her extremes of feminine 
trepedation and feminine wiles that one 
longed with a free heart to laugh with her. 
But there was the patent absurdity of the 
artifice—a whole family in ignorance of a 
fact that must have been patent from the 
first to every one of them. If the situation 
had been used in a roaring farce it would 
have been an evidence of halting theatric 
invention. 

The plain if unpleasant, truth is that the 
crisis of every act missed fire. The last 
act, which has to do with an Indian fight, 
was absurdly miscalculated, and was the 
occasion of laughter in a tolerant audience. 
This defect, in short, prevented the play 
from being of any real interest, dramatic 
or literary, and, in spite of its many ele- 
ments of promise, it is impossible either to 
prophesy any considerable success for it 
or to wish it success from any depth of 
conviction. 


“NOTRE DAME” IN HARLEM. 
Daniel Frohman’s production of ‘ Notre 
Dame,’ as dramatized by Paul M. Potter 
from the novel by Victor Hugo, opened a 
week’s engagement at the Harlem Opera 
House last evening. The theatre building 
was crowded, and the audience enthusias- 
tic. Several bouquets were presented to 
Miss Galland, who played the leading part 
of Esmeralda, the gypsy, and there were 
numerous demands for a speech, which, 
however, were not acceded to. 

Miss Galland is already well known, havy- 
ing starred last year in ‘‘ The Forest Lov- 
ers.’’ Her chief support last evening was 
Wallace Worsley, who last year was 
with the “ Pride of Jericho.” The part of 
Quasimodo is taken by George W. Bar- 
bier, who acted the same rdle last season 
in the company in which Hilda Spong was 
the star. Frank C. Bangs played the part 
of Major Galleche. A pretty incident in 
the third act was the dancing of Miss Jane 
Evans.

Enthusiastic Greeting to Mrs. Carter in 
“Du Barry "—Manager-Playwright 
Makes a _ Speech. 





The opening last evening of the new 
Belasco Theatre in Forty-second Street, 
near Broadway, attracted a large and fash- 
fonable audience, the larger portion of 
which arrived long before the time set for 
the beginning of ‘‘Du Barry,” the play 
which Mrs. Leslie Carter revived as (the 
first attraction at the new house. 

As early an 7 o'clock two or three hun- 
dred persons had assembled, and an hour 
Was spent in admiring the decorations and 
special conveniences of the theatre. Seen 
by the aid of electric Nght, which has 
been thrown mainly from the ceilings, the 
artistic nature of these decorations ap- 
pealed for recognition even more strongly 
than when studied by daylight. 

The autumnal scheme of coloring in, 
which reds blend into browns, which in 
turn merge into the original green, is ren- 


dered reposeful and satisfying by the not 
too glaring illumination. The tapestry work 
on the walls of the main floor adds to the 
general effect of richness subdued to meet 
the full demands of artistic conception and 
good taste. 

The seats, which are upholstered in green, 
each have the tg ae bee stamped in 
the corner, That, it is explained, has been 
chosen as the emblem of the theatre in or- 
der to signify the realization of the proprie- 
tor that work is the greatest good. In ad- 
dition to a reception room on each floor, 
the new theatre boasts a boudoir for wo- 
men patrons furnished in Marie Antoinette 
style, and said to be exactly true te the 
period; a smoking room for men furnished 
with writing des a supply of fine sta- 
tlonery, and copies of the current numbers 
of the higher class magazines, and ‘a large 
and well furnished green room for the 
members of the company, 

The stage, which has been enlarged al- 
most to twice the size of the stage of what 
was once the Theatre Republic, is equipped 
with every electrical device known to a 
recognized master of stagecraft, making 
possible all kinds of Nght effects and pro- 
viding for the immediate removal by means 
of large traps of the entire furnishings on 
a 3 stage at the time of the fall of the cur- 
tain. 

To each woman who attended the per- 
formance last evening was given a sou- 
venir volume entitled “‘The Story of Du 
Barry."’ The books, which bore the auto- 
graphs of Mr. Belasco and Mrs. Carter, 
were printed on heavy paper and contained 
several fine half-tone and photogravure 
illustrations of scenes from the play. 

The first performance in the new house 
was characterized by smoothness through- 
out. The cast was identical with that en- 
gaged last year, with the exception that the 
part of the Duc de Richelieu, formerly 
played by Fred Perry, was undertaken in 
the revival by George Barnum, who met 
all of its requirements satisfactorily. The 
first entrances of Mrs. Carter and her 
leading man, CWarles A. Stevenson, were 
the signals for outbursts of applause, and 
many curtain calls were accorded at the 
end of each act. 

Prior to the last act, Mr Belasco re- 
sponded to repeated demands for a speech, 
and addressed the audience as follows: 

‘There is much to say, and yet so little 
that I can say. It Is your kind sympathy 
and approval that have made this little 
playhouse possible. I owe the public far, 
far more than I can tel]. You all know that 
it has been my lifework to give you the 
best I could, In this I can honestly say 
I have not faltered since I first knocked 
at your door many years ago. 

** And in this same endeavor I stand firm 
to-night. I thank the friends who have 
upheld me so loyally all these years. I 
thank the press, which has always encour- 
aged me to go on. There are some very 
beautiful things in the lives of those [ 
have followed, and one of these is the 
fellowship of brother workers. I am always 
inspired by the memory and example of 
three inimitable comrades—one the late 
Lester Wallack, another the late lamented 
Augustin Daly, and yet another, who is 
still with us, who has given the best years 
of his life to advance the art which both 
you and I love so well—I refer to A. M. 

almer. 

“ They fought the good fight, these three; 
they kept the faith. They gave us gloriois 
traditions to remember and live up _ to. 
They gave all to advance the highest. This 
is something which we must never forget. 

“Ladies and gentlemen, there is some 
one else of whom I must make mention— 
some one whose sympathy and help have 
contributed so largely to my being here to- 
night. I mean my friend and companion 
in work, Mrs. Leslie Carter. 

‘“*Here and now I wish to onewage 
the debt of services, her unselfishness in 
time of many struggles. And now when she 
is most successful, her faith and loyalty to 
me are all the greater. In Mrs. Carter's 
name and in my own, dear friends, I thank 
you—I thank you.” 

After the performance, which was wit- 
nessed by Mrs. Carter’s.mother, Mrs, Cath- 
evine Dudley; her son, Dudley Carter, and 
Mrs. David Belasco, an informal, but 
largely attended reception was held on the 
stage by the manager and the star.

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FREEDMAN QUITS BASEBALL 


Sells His Interest in the New York 
Club to Jehn T. Brush. 


LATTER WILL LIVE HERE 


McGraw Will Remain as Manager and 
a Strong Team Is Promised 
for Next Year. 


President Andrew Freedman of the New 
York Baseball Club announced last night 
that he had disposed of his controlling in- 
térest in that organization, the purchaser 
being John T. Brush, Chairman of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the National League 
and former majority owner of the Cincin- 
mati Club. This transfer of interest in the 
lecal club was not unexpected, but it was 
unlooked for at this time. 

By selling out to Mr. Brush, Mr. Freed- 
man has practically severed his connection 
with National League baseball, although 
he has retained some stock in the local 
club, and wi!: remain upon the Board of 
Direcicrs anc act as a member of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee for some time to come. 
The annus! meeting of the stockholders 
will take place next November, and, ac- 
cordiug to Mr, Freedman, Mr. Brush will 
then we elected President. No change will 
be reade iu the officials of the club, and 
Manager McGraw, who has the confidence 
of the new purchaser, will retain his posi- 
thon. 

The amount of money involved in the 
ptrchase was not made public, and neither 
of the principals would discuss it. Ever 
Bince the Baltimore deal was engineered 
and Mr. Brush sold his Cincinnati interests 
it was believed that he would sooner or 
Jater have a good deal to say in the man- 
agement the New York Club. During 
Mr. Freeadman’s recent absence from New 
York on vacation Mr. srush directed 
the affairs of the local organization, in 
conjuncticu with his duties Chairman 
of the National League Executive Com- 
mittee. He spent a great deal of his time 
at the National League offices, in the St. 
Jamee Building, Broadway and Twenty- 
sixth Street, and it was there that Mr. 
Freedinan invited the newspaper repre- 
sentatives to meet him last night. Mr. 
Brush was not present, the only other 
representatives of the New York Club be- 
ing Secretary Knowles and Manager Mc- 
Giaw. Mr. Freedman seemed somewhat 
perturbed when he entered the room, and 
there was just a suspicion of moisture in 
his eyes. when he greeted the reporters. —

Brush. I hope that he will be successful, 
and I know he will, as he has both time 
and ability to devote to the best interests 
of all concerned.”

I have, however, 
for more than a year been desirous of se- 
euring Mr. Brush as my successor, know- 
ing his allegiance to the National League, 
and being thoroughly aware of his ability 
to fill the position, and knowing that un- 
der him the New York Club would meet 
with much more success than under my 
own. The conditions at that time were 
such, on account of Mr. Brush’s owner- 
ship of the Cincinnati Club, that he could 
not assume the position here. He has, 
however, disposed, as the baseball public 
are aware, of his other interests and has 
at the «present time no other interests 
than the New York Club. 

‘“* During the meny years that I have had 
contro] of the New York Club, it has been 
@ source of much satisfaction to me, for

He told me that he was anxious that I 
should succeed him, and waited until I had 
Gisposed of my Cincinnati Club stock, 
that I could come to terms with him. He 
was loyal to me as he was to the Na- 
tional League, and no one, I doubt, would 
have carried Manhattan Field as long as 
he did for the protection of the National

WOMEN GOLFERS READY. 


Will Begin Their National Champion- 
ship Tournament To-day at 
Brookline. 


BROOKLINE, Mass., Sept. 29.—More 
than fourscore of the best women golfers 
in the country will play here to-morrow, in 
the qualifying round for the Women’s 
National Championship of the United 
States.

W. C. Whitney’s Colt Romped In 
First for the Handicap. 


LADY ALBERCRAFT’S STAKES 


Steeplechase at the Gravesend Track 
Was a Series of Falis and Mis- 
Haps—Two Choices First 


Slipthrift, the one horse of W. C. Whit- 
hey's great and expensive stable which has 
proved ability to win this Fall, for the 
second time in the Gravesend meeting 
carried the Whitney colors first to the 
winning post yesterday, and rescued the 
betting public from an afternoon of dis- 
aster. Slipthrift was one of two positive 
favorites to win, but was the only one the 
average backer could bet on, as the other, 
Whisky King, from the Pepper Stable, 
was always an odds-on choice at so short 
a price that even the plungers hesitated 
about accepting it. 

For the one stake fixture on the card 
nearly the same horses raced as in a simi- 
lar stake, with selling conditions, on Sat- 
urday, the chief difference being that yes- 
terday W. R. Condon was favorite, while 
Saturday Lady Albercraft, who won, was 
the post choice. As in Saturday's race, 
Condon and Lady Albercraft had it between 
them all the distance, Lady Albercraft 
racing in the lead, with Condon second into 
the stretch, where Lady Albercraft drew 
out in front and won cleverly by a length. 
Condon stopped at the finish, and was 
beaten out by Durazzo for the place money. 

The selling steeplechase produced about 
the most remarkable contest of the season, 
as of the ten horses thaf ran six got into 
trouble in. some way or other before the 
two miles and a half were covered. At 
the first jump three horses—Eophone, the 
favorite; Sam Devere, and Decameron— 
fell in a heap, horses and riders being 
tangled up in a fashion that promised a 
fatal accident, though none really was 
hurt. Later in the race Ferocious and 


Glenvarloch also fell, while Coley bolted 
and threw his rider. The tumbling of the 
horses before them left only the outsid- 
ers, who had been trailing, and in a whip- 
ping finish the 50-to-1 chance, Howard 
Gratz, won by a half length, with the two 
20-to-1 chances, Marylander and Mr. Stof- 
fel, second and third. 

Brunswick won the last race rather clev- 
erly from Keynote, the favorite, ridden by 
W. C. Whitney's jockey, H. Cochran, who 
made complaint to the Stewards that Lyne, 
on Brunswick had fouled him. The Stew- 
ards dismissed the claim and fined Coch- 
ran $100 for entering a frivolous complaint. 

Before the racing began David Gideon, 
the horse owner, and A, J. Joyner, who 
formerly trained the Gideon horses, had an 
altercation in the paddock about betting 
that took place on a race run Saturday, 
and Joyner, who was accused of a breach 
of faith, attacked and struck his former 
employer, slightly cutting his lip. The 
quarrcl was stopped by spectators at 
this point, but the facts were reported by 
the officials of the paddock to the Stew- 
ards of the meeting, and these, after an 
investigation, punished Joyner by fining 
him $200 for the assault.

New Combination’s Probable Capital, 
$60,000,000—To be Known as the 
National Lead Company. 


The formation of a combination designed 
to control the entire output of lead in the 
United States was announced yesterday. 
The combination will be known as the Na- 
tional Lead Company, and will probably 
have a capital of $60,000,000. “The Ameri- 
can Smelting and Refining Company and 
several large financial interests, among 
them the Standard Oil interests, will prob- 
ably be associated with the enlarged com- 


pany. Details of the plan were not ob- 
tained yesterday, as it was said that they 
had not been perfected. The fact of the 
conclusion of negotiations for the acqui- 
sition of a large number of lead refining 
and manufacturing concerns was, how- 
ever, officially announced. 

From other than official sources it was 
learned that the interests connected with 
the American Smelting and Refining Com- 
pany will control practically the entire 
output of lead products in the United 
States. It will not, however, be the object 
of the combination to raise prices but 
rather to maintain them at a steady and 
profitable level.

Henry Wilding, W. F. Torrey, W. J. Pir- 
rie, Sir Clinton E. Dawkins, and the mem- 
bers of Mr. Morgan’s New York firm who 
are helping in the arrangements. Maps 
and plans were carried into the office and 
& general conference began. 

Some doubt was expressed in Wall Street 
circles as to whether the plans would be 
announced this week in view of the de- 


moralized condition of the stock market. 
P. A. B. Widener put these doubts at rest 
after the conference was over by saying: 

“There is’ nothing to be said to-day, 
but there will be an announcement this 
week.”’ 

“ Will you say whether or not the de- 
clining stock market will delay the con- 
summation of the deal?” 

“Oh no,” replied Mr. Widener, ‘“ the 
stock market has nothing whatever to do 
with it.” 

Mr. Widener said he had met Mr. Wilding 
and several others of those interested in 
the combine, but he insisted that there had 
been no “ conference" on the subject. 

Admiral Lord Charles Beresford went to 
Mr. Morgan's office to meet Sir Clinton 
Dawkins. Lord Charles when asked if his 
visit had anything to do with the ship- 
ping combination, replied ‘No, not di- 
rectly." When asked his opinion of the 
combination and the effect upon English 
interests, he replied, “‘I don't think it is 
going to hurt us any, but it is going to be 
a powerful thing, and it is suggestive to 
us Englishmen. It shows us we have got 
to wake up and watch America. She may 
wrest the maritime supremacy from us 
some time if we don't watch out, but we 
are going to watch out. The English are 
on the alert. 

“IT see that the gentlemen are not in 
favor of advancing rates any, even after 
they get control. Maybe they will lower 
them, and at any rate they have the power 
to bring your products right over and land 
them in our markets to compete with us 
in our own streets.”

COTTON.—It was a day of tame speculation 
and unimportant fluctuations in cotton. The 
market opened steady with prices 2 to 7 points 
higher, following the lead of the Liverpool mar- 
ket, which was materially higher than expected, 
and being influenced by reports of damage to 
the Texas crop by cloudbursts. But while 
higher, the market failed to develop activity, and 
for the balance of the session followed a nar- 
row rut with unimportant changes in values. 
September alone displayed positive heaviness, 
due to the final clearing up of old long ac- 
counts. Wall St. bull interests supported the Janu- 
ary option and sold March through a well-known 
commission house not heretofore identified as 
one of the clique’s operators. The South and 
Europe were light buyers here from time to 
time during the day; the commigsion house con- 
tingent had comparatively few orders, the specu- 
lative public being influenced by weakness In 
the stock market and very ‘‘ tight’’. money. 
Again, disturbing reports as to the progress of 
the President’s trouble helped to check active 
new business. Heavy receipts exerted small in- 
fluence, having been discounted for the most 
part. The shorts were rather uneasy as to the 
probable showing by weekly crop weather re- 
port from Washington and were inclined to an- 
ticipate an unfavorable condition statement from 
the bureau on Friday. The close was quiet with 
prices net 5 points lower to 3 points higher. 
Total sales were estimated at 100,000 bales, 
well scattered through the list, although Janu- 
ary continued to lead in attractiveness. 

Spot cotton closed quiet, with prices 
changed, on the basis of 9c for mid- 
dling upland and 9\%c for middling Gulf. Sales, 
1,806 bales.

BREADSTUFFS.—WHEAT—Depressing sta- 
tistics accounted fer a sharp decline in the wheat 
market. The most important influence perhaps 
was an increase of 2,316,000 bushels in the visi- 
ble supply statement, being about a million bush- 
than generally expected. Supplementing 
this in the way of figures was an incréase of 
2,520,000 bushels in the amount on passage, 
heavy Russian shipments, and an interior move- 
ment that reached 1,972,000 bushels, compared 
with 1,629,000 bushels ayearago, Although world’s 
shipments proved to be 1,300,000 bushels smaller 
than last week, according to local figures, they 
reached 13,000,000 bushels, according to Broom- 
hall. On the other side were seaboard wheat 
and flour clearances th reached fully 1,000,000 
bushels, and included 572,000 bushels from New 
York and 370,800 bushels from Galveston. When 
to these influences were coupled heaviness in 
Wall Street, tight money, and a _ favorable 
weather map, the advantage of bear traders dur- 
ing the day was evident. The only support re- 
ceived by the market was four a brief period at 
midday, when traders who sold around the open- 
ing took profits The visible supply statement 
appearing at this juncture, however, quickly 
turned the tide in favor of short sellers again, 
and weakness continued right up to the close, 
which was 4@%c lower than Saturday. Instead 
of attracting export business, the decline seemed 
rather to promote confidence abroad, and re- 
sulted in such low bids that only about 18 loads 
could be worked.

Hotel Properly and Incompetency 
at Fire Last February the 
Charges Taken Up. « 


Chief of Department Edward F. Croker 
feported in uniform at Fire Headquarters 


at 8 A. M, yesterday, in compliance with 
Special Orders No. 137, which restored him 
to full duty, from which he was “ relieved’ 
Aug. 19 by Special Orders No. 121, and went 
on trial on the omnibus indictment, com- 
prising seven charges of fifteen specifica- 
tions, preferred by Commissioner Thomas 
Sturgis at 10:30 o'clock. Mr. Sturgis sat in 
judgment with Deputy Commissioner Rich- 
ard H. Laimbeer, Jr., at his right. The 
prosecutor was Assistant Corporation Coun- 
sel Arthur F. Cosby. John J. Delany de- 
fended Chief Croker, assisted by F. S. John. 

Little progress was made yesterday, only 
the first charge of neglect to properly 
safeguard the Park Avenue Hotel before 
the fire and Specification 3 of Charge 2, 
incompetency in the management of the 
fire at this place, Feb. 21 last, being con- 
sidered. At this rate the trial, including 
the defense, might occupy three weeks. 

Mr. Delany wag at all times tenacious of 
his rights and the interests of his client, 
and half the time was taken up with ob- 
jections by him to questions or procedure. 
In several instances he was sustained by 
the court. .He succeeded in making the 
nucleus of a formidable book of exceptions. 
it became evident during the taking of 
evidence on the charge of incompetency 
that the defense will insist that the fire at 
the Park Avenue Hotel was an “ independ- 
ent "’ one, and not, as held by the prosecu- 
tion, due to sparks from the fire in the 
Seventy-first Regiment Armory, which 
Bhould have been noticed and looked out 
for. 

OBJECTS TO COMMISSIONER. 

Chief Croker stood while Secretary Will- 
jam Leary read the first charge and speci- 
fication and was then asked to plead. Mr. 
Delany interposed and read the following 
objection to the trial taking place with the 
court constituted as it was: 

First—The Commissioner is incompetent to sit 
@s trial Judge because he is an interested party. 

Second The Commissioner has manifested a 
rejudice, expressing in his report to Mayor 

ow that Chief Croker is guilty 

Third—The Commissioner has manifested bias 
and prejudice in that he suspended Chief Croker 
prior to making the charges. 

Fourth—The Commissioner is disqualified, be- 
cause, prior to filing the charges, he stated that 
the Chief had been guilty of insubordination, 
which is the basis of one of the charges. 

Fifth—The Commissioner is the accuser of the 
Chief

GENERAL TERM OBSERVED.

Lawyer Altmayer, Before Judge Mece- 
Carthy, Reviews History of the 
Court Since 1787. 


The existence of the General Term of 
the City Court of the City of New York 
will terminate to-day, in accordance with 
the provisions of an act passed by the last 
session of the Legislature. When the 
General Term of the court met yesterday, 
Judge McCarthy presiding, Max Altmayer 
was recognized, and addressed the court 
at length on its origin and history. It 
was created, he said, in 1787, and recon- 
structed in 1797. Again in 1804 there was 
a change, the Governor being directed to 
appoint eight members. There was an- 
other change in 1807, the powers of the 
court being increased. In 1819 it was made 


the Marine Court, and in 1846 the office 
was made elective, 

Among those who served on the bench of 
the court were A. A. Phillips, Charles C. 
Birdsall, Arba K. Maynard, Florence Mc- 
Carthy, A. J. Dittenhoefer, Michael C. 
3ross, Henry Alker, Edmund L. Hearne, 
George M. Curtis, George Shea, Philip J. 
Joachimson, William H. Tracy, Alexander 
Spaulding, David McAdam, Ernest Hall, 
Edward F. Browne, Granville P. Hawes, 
James P. Sinnott, Charles J. Nehrbras, 
and T. P. Hyatt. 

The name of the Marine Court was 
changed to the City Court in 1882, and its 
jurisdiction was increased. In 1894 the 
Constitutional Convention enacted a pro- 
vision allowing the General Term of the 
City Court to remain in existence, and it 
had the distinction of being the only court 
in the State that had the right to have ap- 
peals from is own judgments and orders 
reviewed from its own appellate bench. 
This continued until the passage Of the 
act of 1902, which provides that after the 
September term all appeals from the City 
Court shall be heard directly in the first 
instance by the Supreme Court, Appellate 
Division, of the First Judicial Department.

Succeeded by Capt. Walsh —In- 
spector Harley Alsé Transferred. 


Brooks to Take Command of the White 
Light Precincts—Other Transfers 


—Trial of Delaney. 


The long-expected police change in the 
Tenderloin came yesterday, when Commis- 
sioner Partridge transferred Capt. Sheehan 
to the Old Slip Station, a post considered 
unimportant in the Police Department. Not 
alone did the Commissioner transfer Capt. 
Sheehan, but he also transferred Inspector 
Harley, whose district includes the Tender- 
loin Station. Capt, Sheehan will be suc- 
ceeded by Capt. Richard Walsh, known in 
the department as ‘‘ Smiling Dick,”’ and 
who is said to be well thought of by the 
present administration. In Devery’s time 
Capt. Walsh was changed from station to 
station with amazing frequency. He is 
now in command;of the Twentieth Street 
Station. 

Inspector Nicholas Brooks, who was not 
popular with the Devery powers, was sent 
to take Inspector Harley’s place in the 
Fourth Inspection District. Harley suc- 
ceeded Thompson, who was sent to Long 
Island City, which place he has described 
as “‘a salubrjous Winter resort contiguous 
to New York.” He spends most of his 
time, he says, in counting the tombstones 
in Calvary Cemetery. 

From Old Slip Station will go Capt. Fran- 
cis Creamer, who will take command of 
Madison Street, exchanging places with 
Capt. John Cottrell. 

It was long ago rumored that Capt. Shee- 
han’s stay in the Tenderloin was to be 
short. He did not like the place, and told 
the Commissioner so repeatedly, Gambling 
and the wide-open Tenderloin generally 
was supposed to be the Captain’s trouble. 
Every Captain going to command there 
will come in contact with the mysterious 
but powerful “system.” Sheehan admits 
he could not get evidence against certain 
places, and that even if he did he could not 
name the proprietors. A few nights ago 
several of his detectives attempted to get 
evidence against a certain gambling house 
in West Thirty-second Street, but were un- 
able to do so. They kept up the work for 
three nights, and were laughed at by the 
persons supposed to run the place. 

In making the announcement of the 
change, Commissioner Partridge said that 
the murder in the Tenderloin resort known 
as the Empire, in West Twenty-ninth 
Street, had nothing to do with Capt, Shee- 
han's transfer. Capt. Walsh said he could 
not tell what would be his action in re- 
gard to closing the gambling houses until he 
looked the ground over. He said that he did 
not know of any gambling houses existing 
there, as he had enough to do to look after 
his own precinct. 

Inspector Harley had nothing to say yes- 
terday regarding his transfer. His new 
district will include Old Slip, Brooklyn 
Bridge, Oak Street, Madison Street, Delan- 
cey Street, Eldridge Street, Union Market, 
Fifth Street, and the Essex Market Police 
Court. The district which Harley leaves, 
and which will now be in charge of In- 
spector Brooks, includes the Tenderloin, 
the West Twentieth Street, and the West 
Forty-seventh Street Stations 

The trial of Police Captain Delaney of 
the East Thirty-fifth Street Station on 
charges growing out of the Sherman Hotel 
raid, was on the calendar to be tried yes- 
terday. His counsel, Benjamin F. Tracy, 
asked for an adjournment, and it was 
granted by the f/ommissioner, he setting 
the date for the trial of the Captain for 
Oct. 138.

TOMBS OFFICE SHIFTED. 


Warden Van De Carr Moves His Head- 
quarters Into New Structure. 


Warden John R. Van de Carr of the City 
Prison this morning will open headquarters 
in the new structure on Centre Street. The 
removal of the books and other parapher- 
nalia of the administrative offices from the 
old Tombs was begun yesterday afternoon, 
and will be completed to-day. 

The removal was made necessary by the 
fact that the entire exterior work on the 
Elm Street side, and the part of the old 
prison adjoining it, in which up to this 
time the Warden's office, the prison library, 
and the reception room, have been located, 
must be abolished in order to make possi- 
ble the excavation for the rapid transit 
tunnel. When the route for the tunnel was 
laid out, it was expected that the old 
prison would have been vacated long before 
this, and considerable delay in the work 
on that improvement has been caused 
already. 

That work will expose the structure where 
the tiers of cells are situated to the street. 
For the safe keeping of the prisoners until 
their removal into the new structure can 
be effected, temporary walls will be erect- 
ed at either end of the old structure to shut 
off the possibility of escape in that direc- 
tion. 


WARDMAN BEADLE IN TOMBS. 


Commitment Follows His Indictment 
for Accepting a Bribe. 


David Beadle, Capt. Haughey’s wardéman 
at the West Thirty-seventh Street Station, 
who was arrested last Friday night at the 
instance of District Attorney Jerome on a 
charge of blackmail, yesterday was indicted 
by the Grand Jury: The accused wardman 
later was arrested on a bench warrant 
and committed to the Tombs. 

The complainant against Beadle was Jes- 
sie Clark of 224 West Thirty-seventh Street, 
who accused the wardman of having 
accepted a twenty “dollar bribe from her on 
Sept. 17. When Beadle called on the wo- 
man last Thursday Jerome's men were con- 
cealed in the flat, where they could see 
what took place. 

District Attorney Jerome yesterday filed 
charges against the accused wardman with 
Commissioner Partridge.

PLAN FOR BRIDGE RELIEF

| Mayor’s Committee Rejects Neils 


Poulson’s Suggestion. 


Submits Plan of Its Own for the Con- 
struction of Four More Trolley 
Loops as a Temporary 
Expedient. 


filed with Mayor Low late 
yesterday afternoon, William Barclay Par- 
George B. Post, and J. C. Brecken- 
appointed as a committee to exam- 
Neils Poulson for the im- 
terminal arrangements 
at the Manhattan end of the Brooklyn 
Bridge, declare that the Poulson idea 
would not provide any satisfactory relief. 

But the committee presents a plan of its 
own, which provides for the construction 
of four more trolley loops. Several other 
recommendations are made. The cost is 
estimated at $50,000, and it is stated that 
the work can be done in sixty days. After 
making a statement of Mr. Poulson’s plans, 
looking to a change in the switching ar- 
rangements of the bridge and elevated 
trains, and proposing a new method of 
vperating the trolley cars, and expressing 
the opinion that they would not afford sat- 
relief, the committee submits a 
plan by which it believes that the maxi- 
mum relief to trolley passengers can be 
given without an entire reconstruction of 


the bridge terminal. 

It is proposed to construct four more 
loops at a point about midway between the 
present loops and the end of the station. 

‘By moving the galleries," says the re- 
port, ‘“ which now connect the mezzanine 
floor with the several stairways leading to 
the bridge platforms to the space directly 
beneath the bridge platform, it is possible 
to raise them so as to give sufficient head- 
room for trolley cars to pass beneath them 
It will thus not be necessary to interfere 
with the means of access to .the bridge 
trains above. These new loops can be so 
situated as to give more intertrack space 
than is afforded by the present loops. There 
are seventeen lines of trolley cars crossing 
the bridge, which, under the present ar- 
rangement, means more than four lines to 
each loop. Under the new arrangement 
there will be but two lines to each loop, 
except on one loop, where there will be 
three lines. This will permit cars to stand 
upon a loop until the next succeeding car 


arrives, so that passengers will always find 
a car ready to be entered or one about 
drawing in. 

“The only work necessary to be done to 
carry this plan into execution will be to 

widen the roadways from the end of the 
present widening to the curve of the road- 
way at the east end of the station, and to 
move the galleries as above described, and 
to lay the track. The principal delay will 
be in changing the roadway and getting the 
special track work for the loops. It is be- 
lieved, however, that this work can be done 
in not exceeding sixty days from the time 
that the order is given. The committee be- 
lieves that the improvement can be com- 
pleted at a cost of probably not exceeding 
$50,000. This plan is therefore one which is 
reasonable in cost, can be carried into exe- 
cution with the minimum of delay, and will 
afford, as stated above, the maximum of 
facility. 

In making this suggestion, however, the 
committee desires to state that while these 
additional loops will afford the greatest 
relief possible under present conditions, in 
the reduction of congestion and decrease of 
danger of accident, the system will still 
possess in a minor degree all of the defects 
of the present arrangement; that it will 
afford but slightly increased carrying ca- 
pacity, though providing more facilities for 
entering and leaving the cars, and that, 
therefore, the improvement must be consid- 
ered as a temporary expedient only 

‘As a means of increasing immediately 
the carrying capacity of the bridge, the 
committee is of the opinion that this could 
be effected by prohibiting the use of the 
roadway for trucks between the hours of
